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The Defense Program 











A large portion of the $552,000,000 
National Defense program now before 
Congress is designed for the procurement 
of modern fighting material. The classes 
of weapons to be augmented and the new 
weapons to be provided for the defense 
forces are to be the subject of a serics of 
articles in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 
the first of which appears below. 


THE BOMBER 

HILE the President’s defense pro- 

gram, now before Congress, is de- 
signed to augment our defense capabili- 
ties in a well-rounded, balanced manner, 
it can be said that the air bomber, with 
its long range possibilities and its great 
destructive powers is receiving the great- 
est stress and probably will be given the 
most funds. As a matter of fact, bombers 
(those possessed by the totalitarian na- 
tions and those lacking by the democra- 
cies), because of their effect on the out- 
come of the Munich conference, may be 
said to have been the motivating cause of 
the administration's expansion program. 

In the compactness of Europe with 
crowded, metropolitan and = industrial 
centers of every nation within easy range 
of its potential enemies, the bomber 
strikes terror in the populaces and deters 
diplomats in their dealings with those 
nations which have developed and built 
large bombardment forces. While official 
performance figures are held in seeret 
(those given out being designed to pro 
duce desired effects on their own citizenry 
and those of other nations) it is under- 
stood that foreign bombers generally have 
a range, with an effective load of bombs, 
of between 1,000 and 1,500 miles. With- 
out bombs and with additional gasoline 
taking the place of their weight, con 
siderably greater ranges can be obtained, 
the greatest to date being that of the 
British with their 7,160 mile flight. Be 
cause of the greater distances in the 
United States and our desire to operate 
from coast to coust and also far out to 
sea, We have been seeking greater ranges, 
usually estimated at from 1,500 to 2,500 
With effective bomb loads. 

The radius of action, under favorable 
conditions is one half of the plane’s range, 
but under war conditions, because of the 
heed for highest speed which results in 
greater proportional fuel consumption, 
and because circuitous rather than direct 
routes are often required, the effective 
radius is usually considered to be near 
one-fourth of the plane’s range. 

In the United States, the weight of 
our Air Corps fighting strength is now 
concentrated in bombers, just as the 
Weight of the ground force is placed in 
Infantry. To the newest of these we have 
attempted to give the best range consis 
tent with good performance and weight 
carrying capacity. With them we plan not 
only to defend our own continental terri- 
tory, but also to reinforce Panama, Alas 
ka, and Hawaii immediately upon the 
outbreak of hostilities, to prevent estab- 
lishment by hostile forces of any bases 
Within striking distance of the States or 
the Panama Canal, drive off enemy air- 
Plane carriers, and to set-up such advance

Army Personnel Plans 
Outlined to Congress | 


Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gaser, Assistant | 
Chief of Staff, G-1, of the War Depart- | 
ment, appeared before the House Military | 
Affairs Committee Thursday to outline | 
the personnel problems in bringing the 
total strength of the Regular Army up to 
16,719 officers and 202,500 enlisted men, 

General Gasser in addressing the com- | 
mittee said: 

“The personnel problem is confined (ex 
cept Coast Artillery Corps for Panama) 
to the Air Corps and only such of the 
branches as is absolutely required in the 
administration of the expanded Air Corps. 
The increases within that branch are to 
be regulated over a ten-year period and 
also will be so coordinated with the train- 
ing program involved that the officers and 
enlisted men will be taken into the ser- 
vice at the time the additional equipment 
in airplanes is received. 

“Starting off this program the Air 
Corps desires to commission at once in 
the Regular Army 300 Reserve Officers | 
now on extended active duty. In the year 
ending June 30 1940, the augmentation 
of the regular personnel in the Air Corps 
would number 128 and thereafter ap- | 
proximately 126 a year until 1949 when | 
the total increase in Air Corps officers in | 
the Regular Army will have been in 
creased from 1,688 to 3,208. 

“In view of the fact that the Air Corps | 
will need a total of 4,633 officers, regular 
and reserve, within a two-year period, it | 
will be necessary to make up the shortage | 
in Regular Army officers by utilizing Re 
serve Officers on extended active duty. | 
The supply of Reserve Officers on ex 
tended active duty must come from cadets | 
who have passed through the Air Corps | 
flying schools. To supply these, it is | 
planned to have eleven classes of 3870 | 
cadets each pass through the schools, the 
first class to commence March 1, 19380, 
and a similar class each six weeks there- 
after and the last, June 1, HHO; each 
class to remain at non-military flying 
schools for three months and at the Air 
Corps flying schools for six months and 
then to graduate approximately 149 offi 
cers from each class. 

“The enlisted strength of the Air Corps 
for the fiscal year 1939 is 18,194. The 
augmented Air Corps program calls for 
25,143 enlisted men. This is to be accom 
plished by incremential increases as fol- 
lows: Enlist 700 men per month for the 
remaining four months in the fiscal year 
1939; 1,000 men per month for the first 
half of the fiscal year 1940 and approxi 
mately 2,730 men for the last half of the 
fiscal year 1940. 

“In addition to the Air Corps person 
nel, there must be a gradual increase in 
the number of officers and enlisted men in 
the Medical Department, Quartermaster 
Corps, Ordnance Department, and other | 
services pertaining to the proper adminis- 
tration of the enlarged Air Corps. This 
increase calls for 500 officers and 5,285 | 
enlisted men. |

Navy Staff Corps Survey 


Further returns on the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL'S survey of views of the 
officers of the Navy Staff Corps on their 
personnel problems show that 72 percent 
of those voting favor revision of the 
equalization act of 1926. 

Seventy percent of those voting do not 
favor the promotion system as now in 
force. HTlowever, a smaller percentage 
64—said that they favor immediate con 
sideration of a revision of the system, 

The closest balance of opinion came in 
the third question wherein 58 percent say 
that they do not feel that a delay to 
await digestion of the line personnel act 
outweighs the need for immediate action 
on staff corps legislation.

Retirement of Fitted Officers 

The Navy Department will not approve 
applications for voluntary retirement by 
officers adjudged fitted and serving in the 
mdvanced grade pending their compulsory 
retirement, it was announced by the 
Iurean of Navigation this week. 

This policy will remain in effect, it was 
stated, until Congress makes some deci 
sion relative to the present confusion in 
the law regarding the pay to which offi 
cers adjudged fitted but not recommended 
for retention are entitled. 

The Bureau stated: 

“Under the provisions of the Line Per 
sonnel Law of last June, officers adjudged 
fitted and retained on active duty on 
recommendation therefor by the Selec 
tion Board may retire ultimately with the 
runk and pay of the grade to which they 
have been promoted in consequence of 
heing adjudged fitted. 

“A difficult situation arises due to the 
provisions of the law with respect to those 
officers adjudged fitted but not retained 
The spectic provision in the law apply 
ing to these officers states that they shall 
he promoted as a result of their having 
heen adjudged fitted, but shall be retired 
on the date when they are so promoted, 
provided, however, that this is (1) not 
cartier than G6 months after adjudgment as 
fitted, nor (2), sooner than the period of 
service guaranteed by the prior law. On 
such retirement they receive the retired 
pay of the grade from which promoted. 

“On the other hand, by reason of the 
delay in retirement noted, many of these 
ollicers will have actually accomplished 
their promotion and will serve in the ad 
vanced grade for some little time before 
their retirement date. By another provi 
sion of the law officers of over 20 years’ 
commissioned service may, on their own 
application and in the discretion of the 
l’resident, be retired voluntarily. Under 
this section of the law therefore officers 
promoted after being adjudged fitted and 
serving in the advanced grade pending 
their compulsory retirement date might 
seek voluntary retirement and, if granted, 
would under the general law be retired in 
the advanced grade with the pay of that 
grade, 

“In view of this general inconsistency, 
as well as that occasioned by the provi 
sion that World War lieutenants not ad 
judged fitted may be retired with the rank

Seek President’s Views 
On Service Pay Problem 


President Roosevelt's views on the pro 
posed revisions of service pay schedules 
will be sought by Congressional commit- 
tec chairmen before taking any further 
action on the recommendations now be- 
fore them. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, at whose re- 
quest the comprehensive report of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Committee was 
rendered, met with the chairmen of the 
other military and naval committees of 
the House and Senate Weduesday, There 
was a general discussion of the Interde- 
partmental group's report with its first, 
second, and third priorities of legislation, 
nud the minority report of the Navy dis- 
ngreeing with the other services and ad- 
hering to the Navy's own report made by 
the Sadler Board at the request of 
Representative Vinson, chairman of the 
Ifouse Naval Committee. 

Before mapping out any proceedure, or 
deciding whether to have Senator Shep- 
pard’s committee hold hearings for all 
the services, or to have each committee 
consider the phases applicable to its ser- 
vices, the chairmen decided to confer with 
President Roosevelt on the matter. The 
fact that the President has sent a memo- 
rundum to Representative Vinson asking 
him to withhold action, for the time be- 
ing, on the recommendations of the Sadler 
Board, made it quite evident that the 
Chief executive has an interest in the 
pay situation. As a matter of fact it was 
learned that he sent to the Navy for a 
copy of the Sadler report shortly after it 
was rendered, It is understood, too, that 
he has a copy of the Interdepartmental 
committee's recommendations, 

Accordingly the chairmen agreed to get 
in touch with one of the President's Sec 
retaries and advise him that they would 
like to take the matter up with the Presi- 
dent at his convenience, No date for the 
conference has been set yet. 

The first legislative step to carry out 
the recommendations of the Interdepart 
mental pay committee was taken this 
week when Senator Sheppard introduced 
a bill to give the Secretary of War the 
right to prescribe the number and grades 
ond ratings of enlisted men of the Army. 
The measure, one of the “First Priority” 
under the committee’s recommendations, 
provides that section 4b of the National 
Defense Act be amended so that com 
mencing July 1, 1939, the grades and rat 
ings shall be such as the Secretary of War 
may direct, and the number in grades 
and/or ratings of enlisted men shall be 
such as are authorized by the Secretary 
of War. The bill does not provide for any 
increase in the number of the enlisted 
personnel of the Regular Army. 

The number of grades and ratings al 
lowed the enlisted personnel of the Army 
is at present fixed by the President, which 
in effect means the Bureau of the Budget. 
In the Navy, however, the Secretary of 
the Navy has the right to determine the 
number of grades and ratings permitted 
the enlisted personnel, 

The rapid development of motorization

Guam Base “National Policy” 


Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, told the House Naval 
Affairs Committee on Jan, 25, that the 
necessity for a base at Guam “seems to 
depend entirely on the National Policy, 
for which the Navy has no responsi- 
bility.” 

Admiral Leahy asserted, however, that 
the establishment of an air and submarine 
base there would greatly augment the 
power of the United States Fleet, and 
that if the United States is to maintain 
an Asiatic Squadron a base for repairs 
must be available in the Western Pacific. 
He also declared that a base at Guam 
would be a deterrent to anyone contem- 
plating a hostile move toward the Philip- 
pines or Hawaii. 

The bill before the committee provides 
$5,000,000 for improvements at Guam, 
and Admiral Leahy estimates that it 
would cost $80,000,000 to install a com- 
plete air and submarine base installation, 
and $200,000,000 to create a base for the 
fleet. 

Hearings on the bill began on Jan. 
with Admiral Leahy appearing as the first 
witness in support of the $65,000,000 pro- 
gram of air bases for the air units of the 
Navy. The gravity with which the com- 
mittee regards the proposal to dredge the 
harbor, construct breakwaters and install 
barracks on the island is indicated by the 
fact that fully ninety percent of the first 
day’s hearing was taken up with discus- 
sion of the project. 

Immediately after Admiral Leahy 
finished his opening statement, members 
of the committee began a steady rain of 
questions concerning the need of a base 
at Guam, in answer to which, Admiral 
Leahy said, 

“The authorization bill now before this 
committee does not provide for the de- 
velopment of a base at Guam. It requests 
only authority to make improvements in 
facilities for handling airplanes. 

“As an expression of my _ personal 
opinion in regard to the velue of a base 
at Guam I muy say it is my understand- 
ing that the United States has at no time 
in its history entertained offensive de- 
signs against any nation, and that the 
permanent military policy of the United 
States is defensive. 

“The establishment of a base for sub- 
marines and aircraft on the Island of 
Guam would be extremely valuable in 
augmenting the defensive power of the 
American fleet, because no foreign power 
would like to project an advance in force 
across the Pacific without first reducing 
such a base. 

“If the United States is to continue the 
maintainance of an Asiatic Squadron it 
is necessary that a base for repairs be 
available in the Western Pacific some- 
where. 

“If the United States is to withdraw 
entirely from the Western Pacific, and to 
also leave the defense of the Philippine 
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Islands to the natives therof without any 
assistance, the whole value of an air- 
plane and submarine base at Guam would 
be its deterrent effect on anybody con- 
templating a hostile move from that gen- 
eral area toward the Hawaiian Islands. 

“If the United States expects to afford 
any ussistance in the event of the Philip- 
pines being attacked by a foreign power 
it base at Guam would be invaluable. 

“A strong fully equipped base at Guam 
capable of protecting itself against an at- 
tack, together with the fleet available if 
the present international Naval ratios are 
maintained, would practically prohibit an 
invasion of the Philippine Islands and 
would add greatly to the difficulty of at- 
tacking from the Pacific Ocean any Amer- 
ican territory. 

“The necessity for a fully equipped base 
at Guam seems to depend entirely on the 
National Policy, for which the Navy has 
no responsibility. 

“Without giving any consideration to 
the establishment of such a base, the im- 
provements in facilities for handling air- 
planes at Guam proposed in this bill will 
be of much value to existing American 
commercial air transportation, and to the 
facility of cperation of any naval air- 
planes that may at any time be in that 
area,” 

Admiral Leahy was then asked for a 
breakdown of the estimated cost of each 
of the air bases included in the $65,000,000 
program. He presented the following 
figures to the committee: Kaneohe Bay, 
$5,800,000; Midway Island, $5,351,000; 
Wake Island, $2,000,000; Johnson Island, 
$1,141,000; Palmyra Island, $1,110,000; 
Kodiak, Alaska, $8,741,000; Sitka, Alaska, 

2,844,000; San Juan, Puerto Rico, $9,- 
138,000; Pensacola, Fla., $5,843,000; 
Jacksonville, Fla., $15,171,000; Pearl 
Harbor $2,821,000; Guam, $5,000,000. 

Admiral Leahy, in answer to questions 
put to him by a member of the committee, 
several times pointed out that the Navy 
does not, in this bill, propose to fortify 
Guam, and said, “No recommendation has 
been made by the Navy Department up to 
the present time to establish a naval base 
at Guam,” 

In answer to questioning by Represent- 
ative Melvin Maas on the point of whether 
or not the United States leet could use 
Guam as an advance base in the Western 
Pacific, Admiral Leahy said that if facil- 
ities were limited te air and submarine 
installation, the fleet could not operate 
from Guam. 

Members of the committee expressed 
great interest in the amount of fortifica- 
tion, if any, of the Japanese mandated 
islands in the Western Pacific, and several 
queries were put on this point. Admiral 
Leahy said that no information was avail- 
able on the question. He pointed out that 
foreigners are barred from the islands. 
Asked whether or not Guam would be of 
value to an enemy nation as an offensive 
base against the United States, Admiral 





Leahy replied in the negative. 


The committee devoted most of the day 
to the Guam base, and excused Admiral 
Leahy from further testimony when the 
committee adjourned. 

In his opening statement, 
Ieahy said: 

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted 
to the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives the Report on need of additional Naval 
Bases to defend the coasts of the United 
States, its territories and possessions, which 
is required by Section 10 of the Act “to es- 
tablish the composition of the United States 
Navy, to authorize the construction of certain 
naval vessels, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved May 17, 1938. 

The proposed bill now before this Commit- 
tee is to authorize the Navy Department to 
earry out certain of the recommendations of 
the Board which the latter recommends as 
being of “immediate strategic importance as 
being necessary of accomplishment at the 
earliest practicable date.”” These items are 
Kaneohe Bay, Midway, Wake, Guam, Johns- 
ton and Palmyra Islands in the mid-Pacifie 
Area; Kodiak and Sitka in the Alaskan Area; 
and San Juan, Puerto Rico, in the Atlantic 
Area—and an increase in training facilities 
at Pensacola, Florida, In this Bill the Navy 
Department has included other items from 
the Board's report for Pearl Harbor and the 
Southeastern Base as being of equal urgency 
in order to provide supporting facilities for 
fleet aviation and for the outlying stations 
recommended above. All of these projects 
are included in the Board’s recommended 
airbase developments under Category “A” in 
Part VII of the Board's report. 

The text of the Board's report states clear- 
ly the reason for its recommendations and the 
needs for the various types of bases recom- 
mended, The Navy Department considers the 
immediate provision of these bases to be 
sound and conservative requirements for 
peacetime operations, and for measures for 
preparedness upon which to base wartime ex- 
pansion, 

The general strategic aspects determining 
locations for the various bases have been 
considered in the Board’s report. In = par- 
ticular, the statements In paragraph 29 of the 
report regarding locations within our con- 
tinental limits are considered = especially 
worthy of note. In amplification of the 
Board’s report the following is pertinent. The 
Navy will be called updn to defend the in- 
terests, rights, possessions, and vital security 
of the United States wherever they are ser- 
lously threatened. It goes without saying 
that the effectiveness with which our navy 
can accomplish this task will be definitely 
improved when the entire proposed program 
for additional or expanded naval shore base 
facilities has been achieved. Budget con- 
siderations do not permit the immediate 
undertaking of the entire program. The Navy 
Department, however, is convinced that those 
bases now under consideration in the bill 
before this Committee constitute the mini- 
mum required to augment existing facilities 
in order to support the Fleet in its mission; 
that these are the ones that should have first 
priority from the standpoint of national de- 
fense as a whole; and that the remainder of 
the program should be undertaken as soon as 
practicable thereafter. 

Of vital importance are the safeguarding 
of Hawaii, the protection of our coastal ship- 
ping, both oceans, the safeguarding of the 
Panama Canal, and the protection of the

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Investigate French Air Purchases 

The Senate Military Committee yester- 
day began a “thorough investigation” of 
the manner in which foreign governments 
are procuring war planes in the United 
States. The decision was made as the re- 
sult of the crash of a test model combat 
plane carrying a representative of the 
French government. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
committee, yesterday at an executive ses- 
sion summoned Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry C. Morgenthau, Secretary of War 
Harry Woodring, General Malin Craig, 
Chief of Staff of the Army, Rear Admiral 
Peoples, USN, of the Procurement Divi- 
sion of the Treasury Department, and 
Capt. S. M. Kraus, USN, who, it is said, 
is assigned to the procurement division to 
assist the French in obtaining planes. 
The chairman asked them to explain to 
the committee the circumstances §sur- 
rounding the French representative's 
presence in the plane. 

Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of the 
Air Corps, had testified earlier in the 
week that it was under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
French Mission was testing the plane that 
crashed. Senator Sheppard said that he 
understood the French mission had $65,- 
000,000 with which to purchase American 
fighting planes. He said that the commit- 
tee would make a thorough investigation 
to determine whether it was lack of en- 
forcement of present regulations or lack 
of legal restriction which permitted the 
foreign official aboard the late model ship. 

At his press conference yesterday 
morning, President Roosevelt had said 
that there is no objection by the American 
government to purchase by the French 
of military airplanes in this country. 
The question of French purchase was dis 
cussed in cabinet meetings, he said, and 
permission to make them given. 

It was suggested to France, Mr. Roose- 
velt said, that its orders be placed im 
mediately before we start our own plane 
building program. No assistance is be 
ing given France in its purchases, he 
made clear. It was reported that France 
proposes te buy 600 military planes. Of 
these 100 are being delivered, while order 
for a second 100 is being placed now, it 
was said. 

Referring to America’s own plane pro 
gram, the President said it was hoped 
orders for the first of the 3.000 planes 
proposed to be built could be placed with- 
in six weeks or two months. 





Finance Reservist Promoted

6,400 enlisted men, all of the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps. The officers will be provided 
through normal sources and the enlisted 
men will not be brought into the service 
until the last five months of the fiscal 
year 1940. This will enable the Army to 
give them the proper instruction pending 
the completion of quarters in the Canal 
Zone.” 

General Gasser at the hearing also gave 
the members of the committee figures 
showing the arms and services other than 
the air corps that would be increased by 
a total of 500 officers and 5,285 enlisted 
men under the plan. These increases are 
as follows: 

Finance Department, 27 officers, 126 
men; Quartermaster Corps, 114 officers, 
2,321 men; Ordnance Department, 44 offi- 
cers, 202 men; Signal Corps, 40 officers, 
682 men; Chemical Warfare Service, 18 
officers, 156 men; Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, 7 officers; Medical Corps, in- 
eluding 60 flight surgeons, 225 officers, 1,- 
6388 men. 

General Gasser said that reserve offi- 
cers of the Ordnance Department, Sig- 
nal Corps, the Medical Corps and the 
Quartermaster Corps would be called to 
active duty to help meet the needs of the 
above branches under the proposed in- 
crease in officer strength. He stated that 
not more than 200 reserve officers of the 
Medical Corps would be put on an active 
duty status, 

He also told the committee that no leg- 
islation is necessary to permit the planned 
increase, as the National Defense Act au- 
thorizes increases up to 280,000 men. 

Maj. Gen. Henry Gibbins, the Quarter- 
master General, preceded General Gasser 
on the stand. One of the members of 
the committee asked his opinion of the 
proposal by Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
Chief of the Army Air Corps, to authorize 
the War Department to buy airplanes 
through negotiated purchases, He said 
that it might work well for the Air Corps 
but that he did not think it would work 
well for the Quartermaster Corps. 

General Gasser outlined a plan where- 
by the National Defense Act would be 
amended to allow the commissioning of 
fifty honor graduates from senior ROTC 
units each year. He recommended that 
until the Air Corps reaches the figure pro- 
posed in the program for commissioned 
strength, the present law be amended to 
permit the retention of Air Corps re- 
serve officers on active duty for seven 
years instead of the present five-year 
period, 

The program proposes to make a redis- 
tribution of the allotments of men to the 
various arms and _ services, General 
Gasser said, but he did not submit any 
figures on this portion of the program to 
the committee at Thursday’s hearing. 

The proposal to train 20,000 mechanics 
under the National Youth Administration 
was injected into the hearing by a mem- 
ber of the committee, but General Gasser 
Said that this was not included in or in 
any relation to the Army. At this point, 
Representative May, chairman of the 
committee, interposed the observation 
that sooner or later the committee would 
become involved in the question of me- 
chanie training and questioned whether 
or not the NYA and the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority should be permitted to “steal 
the show” from the Army. He said that 
it was up to the committee to insure that

Army to Study Barcelona Fall 

With only sketchy press reports now 
on hand to tell of the fall of Barcelona 
to the Spanish Rebels as the climax of 
their last big drive, Army oflicers here 
are awaiting complete details of the cap- 
ture of the Loyalist’s late capital in 
order that they may study them, as they 
have other details of the two-year Civil 
War. 

Until details of the number and types 
of troops used the artillery, tank and 
aircraft support given, and the opposi- 
tion offered by the Loyalists are all re- 
ceived, the present information on the 
capture of Barcelona will not be sufli- 
cient on which to base any studies, offi- 
cers said. 

With no concerted Loyalist opposition 
being offered to actual occupancy of the 
city by the Rebels, it was expected that 
the study of Franco’s march on and into 
the city would take on more the aspects 
of strategical movements than tactical 
evolutions. This is especially true in view 
of the fact that the fall of Barcelona 
meant the capture of the capital of Loyal- 
ist Spain, it was pointed out.

National Defense Program 


Congressional consideration of the 
President's emergency national defense 
program continued on three fronts in 
the House and Senate this week, with the 
Senate and House Military committees 
und the House Naval Committee hearing 
service leaders defend the Administra- 
tion’s recommendations, 

First positive legislative move probably 
will be taken next week when Represent- 
ative May, chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, plans to combine all the 
Army legislation under the special pro- 
gram into one omnibus bill and report it 
to the House. Representative Vinson, 
chairman of the House Naval Committee, 
hopes, too, to wind up consideration of 
the Navy air base bill, including the con- 
troversial Guam items, and have it ready 
for submission to the House. 

Representative May and Senator Shep- 
pard, chairman of the Senate Military 
Committee, already have introduced the 
several bills formulated to carry out the 
program. They include to increase the 
authorization to 6,000 serviceable air- 
planes, to authorize the loan of aircraft 
to civilian aviation schools under the 
pilot training program, to train instrue- 
tors for the civilian pilot program, to 
increase the authorization for educational 
orders to $32,500,000, and to provide $23,- 
750,000 for construction at Panama. 

In addition President Roosevelt yes- 
terday asked Congress to make avail 
able $50,000,000 for immediate expendi- 
ture on Army aireraft. The request in- 
cludes $46,442,829 for the Air Corps, for 
the purchase of 565 airplanes, $1,490,071 
for radio equipment and $2,067,100 for 
urmament for the planes. 

While there is considerable interest in 
the air program and many questions 
asked of witnesses, it is believed in Wash- 
ington that the program will quite likely 
be finally approved, Probably the greatest 
flight will come over the recommended 
improvements at Guam. In the latter 
instance, while Navy witnesses staunchly 
urged the building of a buse there, Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, chief of Naval 
Operations told the committee that the 
building of such a base is a matter of 
national policy for which the Navy has 
no responsibility. 

It appears that the Republican atti- 
tude toward the program will not be one 
of opposition to the military and naval 
appropriations as such but more along 
the lines expressed by Representative 
Van Zandt who, in a speech on the floor, 
usked, “What is the President's real pur- 
pose? What is our foreign policy?” 

Representative Joseph W. Martin, jr., 
of Massachusetts, Republican leader in 
the House, early in the week appointed a 
special conference committee, In making 
the announcement he said: 

“In recognition of the enlarged emphasis 
upon armaments and defense in the Seventy- 
sixth Congress, the Republican caucus of the 
Ilouse unanimously has directed establish- 
ment of a special conference Committee on 
National Defense, to examine with particular 
care the re-armament proposals of the Ad- 
ministration, ° 

“The Committee will be composed of eleven 
members, with Representative James W. 
Wadsworth, of New York, designated as 
chairman,

The House Military Affairs Committee 
on Tuesday of this week began considera- 
tion of the feature of President Roose- 
velt's national defense program which 
provides for the procurement of $110,- 
000,000 in critical items of equipment for 
the Initial Protective Force of the Army. 

This equipment, consisting mainly of 
anti-aircraft guns, semi-automatic rifles, 
anti-tank guns, tanks, light and heavy ar- 
tillery, ammunition and gas masks, was 
declared by President Roosevelt to be ab- 
solutely essential for the equipment of the 
Regular Army and National Guard units 
of the IPF. 

Appearing before the committee to out- 
line the type and amounts of equipment 
needed for the IPF were Maj. Gen. C. M. 
Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, Maj. Gen. 
Robert M. Beck, jr., Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-3, and Brig. Gen. George P. 
Tyner, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4. They 
were accompanied by Lt. Col. Wallace 
Clay, Ord., USA, Lt. Col. John H, Hester, 
(Inf.), GSC, USA, Lt. Col. William M. 
Goodman, (CAC), GSC, USA, Lt. Col. 
Henry B. Holmes, jr., CAC, USA. 

The first witness called was General 
Beck. He outlined the composition of 
the Initial Protective Force and briefly 
explained the necessity of speed of mobili- 
vition on M day. Emphasizing the neces- 
sity of being able to mobilize quickly at

threatened points, he said that motoriza- 
tion, merchanization and aviation were 
key features in the effectiveness of the 
IPF. Pointing out that the Navy depends 
ou the Army to a large extent to protect 
its shore bases, General Beck said that 
the weapons of the United States Army 
must excel those of any other nation to 
ussure victory. Troops trained in the use 
of the latest weapous of war are neces- 
sary, he stated, to provide training for 
civilians inducted into the service 
through voluntary enlistment or selective 
service, 

General Beck did not discuss the 
specific items of equipment contemplated 
in the $110,000,000 program, referring the 
committee to Generals Tyner and Wesson 
who were to follow him on the stand. 

General Tyner took the stand next and 
began an outline of the time factor in 
procurement of material. He said that 
the majority of the equipment under dis- 
cussion required from six months to a 
year to manufacture. Referring to the 
IPF, he said that in event of emergency, 
the United States should not send these 
troops out with antiquated equipment. 
He said that as the result of a study 
made by the Army, it had been deter- 
mined that the amount usked, $110,- 
000,000, would provide the necessary 
equipment for the 400,000 men of the 
IPF. At this point he was questioned on 
the amount of equipment that the money. 
would buy, and he told the committee 
that he would rather answer that ques- 
tion in private. He was excused from the 
stand, and Representative May suggested 
that the committee go into executive ses- 
sion. 

Although details of the private hear- 
ing were not made public, it is understood 
that the committee was told that $11,- 
000,000 of the total asked for the pur- 
chase of critical items of equipment 
would be used for the purchase of anti- 
aircraft material. The committee, ac- 
cording to reports, learned that the eleven 
million dollars would, combined with ex 
isting material and appropriations al- 
ready made, provide the Army with full 
equipment for the five regular Army and 
ten National Guard regiments, as well as 
provide guns for 19 additional regiments, 
leaving the annual appropriations to fill 
out the deficiency in other requisites for 
the regiments. The standard equipment 
for a regiment under this plan, it is 
understood, would be as follows: 12—3- 
in. guns, 24—37mm. guus, 15 searchlights, 
15 sound detectors, 3 direction finders 
and one small arms direction finder, 
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CE Mapping Unit Enlarged 

Authorization by the Chief of Staff this 
week of formation of another company in 
the 20th topographical battalion, Corps 
of Engineers, is expected to lead to the 
creation of a 30th battalion, to curry out 
in the East the production of maps based 
on aerial photographs, which the 29th has 
been carrying out in the Pacific North 
west. 

The Chief of Engineers has recom- 
mended formation of the additional bat- 
talion, and pending authorization of the 
new unit, has given orders for the or- 
ganization and training of the new com- 
pany as the nucleus of the requested bat- 
talion. 

Pointing to the great need of the Army 
for accurate maps, now obtainable 
through the Geological Survey for about 
only a quarter of the United States, engi- 
neer officers state that the only alterna- 
tive to the possession of accurate maps 
during war-time campaigns is the exist- 
ence of well-trained and equipped map- 
ping battalions, similar to the 28th, which 
will be prepared rapidly to produce the 
maps required for military operations. 

A battalion for each of the four armies 
and one for General Headquarters should 
he provided in case of war, it was said. 
In order to provide the trained nucleus 
for expansion of present topographical 
troops to war-time strength, the addi- 
tional battalion is required, 

It was also pointed out that two bat- 
talions, one located in the West, the other 
in the East, could more easily participate 
in army maneuvers and thereby give 
troops training in the use of the types of 
mups they would get in an emergency. 

Due to advances in methods of aerial 
photography, a mapping battalion at- 
tached to an army operating in an un- 
mapped region, could within 24 hours 
from the taking of an aerial photograph 
have in the hands of the army commander 
lithographed copies for use as map sub- 
stitutes. 

And with the assistance of a squadron 
of nine to twelve planes, equipped with 
nerial cameras, it could supply for the 
army commander, corps and division 
commanders within 10 days contour maps 
of a front 100 miles wide and extending 
25 miles into the enemy’s country. Plot- 
ting of clevations from the aerial photo- 
graphs is possible, it was explained, by 
using control points behind the American 
lines, 

With the rapid developments in mecha- 
nization and motorization and in increas- 
ing the ranges of artillery, adequate maps 
have become more than ever a vital neces- 
sity for successful operations in modern 
war. 

The new additions to the 29th battalion 
just authorized call for a company of 112 
men, Which would bring the strength of 
the 29th temporarily to about 430 men. 
Transfer of 30 officers and men from the 
Gth engineers at Ft. Lewis, Wash., is the 
base of the new company which will be 
built to full strength by July 1 through 
addition of recruits from the 9th Corps 
Area. 

When formation of the separate 30th 
battalion is authorized, the company will 


be detached en masse from the 29th, 
bringing that unit back to its present 


strength of 819 men. The company will 
be sent to Ft. Belvoir together with other 
recruits, as soon as barracks are ready, 
and the 30th battalion will then be or- 
ganized to full strength of 319 men 
through filling of the few remaining va 
cancies. 

Though the new company will be 
trained for the most part in photographic 
principles, final organization of the bat- 
talion assumes a battalion headquarters ; 
na headquarters and service company, con- 
taining a lithographic platoon and sup- 
ply, operating and administrative units; 
au photogrammetrical company, and a 
survey company.

General Henry Retires 
rig. Gen. Guy V. Henry, USA, will be 
retired Jan. 31 with the rank of Major 
General which he held while chief of 
cavalry. 

General Henry was born at Fort Robin 
son, Neb., in 1875. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1898 and was commis 
sioned in the Infantry. 

During the Spanish-American War 
General Henry served in Puerto Rico 
until 1899, when he joined the 26th Vol 
unteer Infantry and accompanied it to 
the Philippines. In 1901 he returned to 
the United States and served with his 
regiment until 1905, when he was de 
tailed aide to President Theodor 
Roosevelt until 1906. After a course o) 
instruction at the French Cavalry Schooi 
at Saumur, he went to Fort Riley, Kan 
sas, a8 an instructor in Equitation. From 
1908 to 1911, General Henry was Senior 
Ipstructor of Cavalry Tactics at West 
Point, and in 1911 participated in mili- 
tary jumping at the Olympic Games in 
London, England. For the next three 
years, he was again detailed as senior 
instructor of equitation at Fort Riley, 
Kansas, and participated in the Interna 
tional Olympic Games in Stockholm, 
Sweden, in 1912. From 1914 to 1916, Gen 
eral Henry served with the Cavalry in 
the Philippines. In 1916, he was made 
Commandant of Cadets at the United 
Stutes Military Academy, where he served 
until 1918. In 1918 he commanded the 
th Division at Camp Beauregard, 
Louisiana. In 1920, General Henry was 
ordered to the Army War College from 
which he graduated in 1921. The follow 
ing year he graduated from the School 
of the Line and in 1923 he graduated 
from the General Staff School. After one 
year’s duty as Assistant Commandant at 
Fort Riley, Kansas, General Henry was 
detailed as Chief of Staff of the Philip 
pines where he served until 1927. From 
1927 to 1930, he commanded Fort Myer. 
Virginia, and in 19830 was detailed as 
Chief of Cavalry, with station in Wash 
ington, D.C. On March 26, 1934, he took 
command of the 7th Cavalry Brigade, 
Fort Knox, Kentucky, where he remained 
until July 25, 1935 when he became Com 
mandant, Cavalry School, Fort Riley, 
Kansas, on which duty he is at preseut 
serving. 

General Henry has been awarded the 
Silver Star Citation (United States) for 
gallantry in action against insurgent 
forces at Balantang, Panay, Philippine 
Islands, November 18, 18099. 

He also holds the Medal Commemoratl 
ing the V Olympiad at Stockholm (1912). 
conferred by the King of Sweden; and 
Was awarded the French Legion of Hone! 
(Oflicier), France. 


Gen. Arnold Describes Air Plans 

Describing an adequate air force as the 
surest guarantor for peace, Maj. Gen. if 
Il. Arnold, Chief of Air Corps, told the 
Women's Patriotic Conference on Na 
tional Defense at their January 25 ses 
sion here, that America should build up 
its air forces to a point where the nation 
will not remain an inviting target for the 
air forces of other countries. 

General Arnold described the world 
wide emphasis now being placed on alr 
power, and reminded the conference that 
the Peace of Munich was based on con 
siderations of Germany’s air strength. 

The Air Corps chief intimated that the 
world was perhaps on the threshold of an 
era in which wars will be won before they 
ure fought. “Most certainly,” he declared, 
“the air power of the German nation re 
cently saved that nation from having to 
fizht one of those wars.” 

A description of the work of aircraft 
in naval warfare was given the con 
ference by Lt. D. N. Logan, of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics. 
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Freer Choice to Fill R. O. Quotas 

Greater freedom of choice will be given 
Corps Area Commanders this year in fill- 
ing their quotas of reserve officers to be 
assigned to a year’s active duty under the 
provisions of the Thomason Act of 1935, 
it was indicated in a letter sent this week 
to all Corps Area Commanders by the 
War Department. 

The orders, promulgated about six 
weeks earlier than last year’s orders, 
abolish the priority lists from which the 
Corps Area Commanders last year made 
their selections, and prescribe instead 
merely a list of qualifications which must 
be met. 

Still binding, however, is the provision 
that not more than 5 per cent of each 
corps’ quota may be qualified graduates 
of the Blue Course of the C.M.T.C. 

The new rules governing selections pro- 
vide that: ‘ 

“Corps Area Commanders will pre- 
scribe the method of selection to be fol- 
lowed within their respective Corps 
Areas. Selections will be made from re- 
serve officers holding the rank of second 
lieutenant in the combat arms and in the 
Chemical Warfare Service who are under 
the assignment jurisdiction of the re- 
spective Corps Area Commanders and 
who possess the following qualifications : 


“a. Graduation from civilian educa- 
tional institutions offering a college de- 
gree or graduation from the senior units 
of the ROTC or members of the senior 
class which will graduate prior to July 
1, or graduation from the Blue Course 
of the C.M.T.C. 


“b. The recommendation of the regular 
army instructor, the professor of mili- 
tary science and tactics or the C.M.T.C. 
commander, as the case may be, for higher 
training. 

“ce, Educational qualifications equal to 
not less than two years of eollege. 

“d. Will not be more than 28 years of 
age on July 1. 

“e. Possess the moral and physical 
qualification for a commission in the reg- 
ular army. 

“f. Unmarried.” 

It was also suggested that Corps Area 
Commanders give preference to the more 
recent graduates of the ROTC and 
CMTC. 

Allocations by arms and Corps Areas 
was made on a basis of 500 trainees, sub- 
ject to revision if Congress makes funds 
available for a different number.

Remove Limit on N. G. Officers 


Amendment of the Army Regulations 
covering appointment or reappointment 
of enlisted men and warrant officers in 
the National Guard to commissions in 
the National Guard of the United States, 
was made by the War Department this 
week to bring the regulations in line with 
provisions of the National Defense Act. 


Enlisted men, according to present 
regulations, may upon qualification be 


commissioned as lieutenants or captains 
in the National Guard of the United 
States, with their commissions to take 
effect upon expansion of the Guard to 
war strength, provided the State Ad- 
jutant General concerned certifies that 
there is a vacancy in the war-time officer 
personnel in their service, 

The National Defense Act provides, 
however, that such appointments shall be 
unlimited, for first and second lieuten- 
ants, so existing restrictions are now re- 
moved,

Lt. Comdr., MC—‘Promotion by seni- 
ority. There are drawbacks, of course, 
but selection is so imperfect, permits per- 
sonal animosity, prejudice, injustice and 
lack of personal contacts too much chance 
to damage careers. Human nature being 
what it is, seniority seems the only just 
way.” 

Lt. Comdr., MC—“There are a number 
of Lt. Comdr. (MC) who have been passed 
over for Comdr. I am one of them, The 
only reason is age. I can see no reason 
for this.” 

Comdr., MC—“Same as the Line. Sug- 
gest an independent promotion system 
based on definite periods in each grade— 
but with some form of elimination.” 

Capt., MC—“Have no suggestion at the 
present time.” 

Lt. (jg) Ch. C—“Question advisability 
of having clergymen on competitive basis 
for promotion.” 

Comdr., SC-—“Staff Corps promotions 
should be made to fill vacancies based 
on number of officers required to perform 
duties of each of the several grades, not, 
as at present, purely on basis of advance- 
ment of Line contemporaries.”

Omaha and Badger Escape Bombs

(Continued from First Page) 
and pay of a lieutenant commander, the 
Navy Department believes that, in mak- 
ing some necessary technical modifica- 
tions of the law which have become ap- 
parent, the law may be so amended as to 
permit the payment of the retired pay of 
the grade to which promoted to officers 
adjudged fitted but not recommended for 
retention. 

“Pending decision by the Congress as 
to such amendment the Department does 
not at present contemplate favorably 
recommending to the President the ap- 
proval of applications for voluntary re- 
tirement of officers under the conditions 
outlined above. Should officers submit 
such applications, immediate action 
thereon is not to be expected.”

Eight lieutenant commanders, 14 lieu- 
tenants, 19 lieutenants (jg) and 19 en- 
signs have been named by the Coast 
Guard to take the second half of their ex- 
aminations for promotion, beginning 
about May 1. Officers named have been 
asked to notify headquarters by March 1 
whether they wish to take examinations 
and to state subjects in which they wish 
to be examined.

THE PRESIDENT HAS PRESENTED to the Congress an extension program 
for increasing the number of airplanes and facilities of the Army Air Corps and the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, and for providing for the training of pilots. In our opinion 
this program is constructive and conservative. It is not too much to say at this time 
that we have entered upon a new era of development of aviation in the United States, 
both for military and commercial purposes. In planning for an enlarged program of 
Government aviation activities careful consideration should be given to a number of 
controlling factors. Of first importance is the fact that aeronautics as an engineer- 
ing science is rapidly growing and expanding. New information and new develop- 
ments are forthcoming every month, and the promise for future developments affect- 
ing the efficiency and speed of aircraft in the light of present research, is most promis- 
ing. In view of the rapid advance in the science of aeronautics, one thing is certain 
to happen with reference to aircraft that are already built or are being built, and 
that is to hasten their obsolescence. 


A national program should therefore be based first on strengthening the founda- 
tions of aeronautical progress by expanding the aeronautical research facilities of 
the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics and the military experimental engi- 
neering facilities. These go hand in hand, and both are essential steps to enable the 
United States to have aircraft of a performance at least equal to the best produced 
by any other nation. This policy is greatly to be preferred to one of immediate over- 
emphasis on an enlarged production program, Unless the research and engineering 
development facilities are enlarged sufficiently to meet the accelerated progress 
abroad resulting from tremendous expansion in research and engineering facilities, 
the proposed investment in an expanded aircraft program will have disappointing re- 
sults. It is a greater advantage to have aircraft of superior performance than to 
have mere superiority in numbers. With expansion in the research facilities of the 
N. A. C, A. and increase in military experimental engineering and development activi- 
ties, a smaller expenditure on aircraft production will have a greater value, espe- 
cially during the years that lie immediately ahead. A jogical and sound program for 
increased production of aircraft can be taken care of by the present aircraft indust ry 
with, of course, some reasonable increase in personnel and facilities. 

With provision for fundamental research, experimental engineering develop- 
ment, and reasonable increase in production heading up the program for strengthen- 
ing the air defense of the nation, the country can be assured of the maximum prog- 
ress in an orderly and satisfactory manner. 


THE DESIRE OF THE ADMINISTRATION and the citizenry to build an 
efficient and effective defense system demands careful consideration and positive 
action on the proposals for an upward revision of the pay of the commissioned, war- 
rant, and enlisted personnel of the armed forces, Led by Senator Morris Sheppard, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, the leaders of the four service 
committees in Congress have asked for a conference with President Roosevelt to lay 
the problem before him and learn his views. The conflicting opinions contained in 
the service studies, the Interdepartmental Committee’s majority and minority reports, 
and the Navy’s own report by the Sadler Board, agree in one respect and that is that 
there is a need for better compensation in the services, whether it be by an upward 
revision of the present scales or by overhauling the present system or, in the case of 
enlisted men, by a better distribution of grades and ratings. We most earnestly urge 
the Commander-in-Chief to give careful consideration to the problem and to make 
its satisfactory solution a part of his National Defense program at this session of 
Congress.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In the debate in the Senate this week, there was evident the pur- 
pose of that Chamber to promote the neutrality of the United States, to avoid med- 
dling in the affairs of Europe and Asia, to oppose any action looking toward participa- 
tion in financial or economic sanctions, and to equip the country with a strong Na- 
tional Defense. Admittedly, the Senators participating in the debate were widely 
at variance as to what would assure neutrality. In the case of Spain, for example, 
Senator Nye, of North Dakota, who is a firm believer in the idea that munitions cause 
war and that munition manufacturers are merchants of death, made a statement 
in which he admitted that he had voted for the resolution to provide for an embargo 
against the exportation of arms to the Iberian country, that he had approved the 
action of the President in issuing a proclamation applying the embargo, that it soon 
became apparent that the non-intervention policy adopted by the European powers, 
which the resolution was expected to assist, was a failure, and that the continuance 
of the embargo could only bring more embarrassment to the United States: Therefore, 
he favored repeal of the resolution. Senator Lewis, commenting upon a published 
recommendation by former Secretary of State Stimson that the President lift the 
embargo, declared the President had no authority to take such action, with which 
view Senator Borah agreed. Senator Reynolds, of North Carolina, a newly fledged 
member of the Foreign Relations Committee, argued that we should cease from med- 
dling in foreign affairs. Senator Lundeen, of Minnesota, pointed out with approval 
that the Republican members of the House had moved very definitely into a deter- 
mined position to make certain that the armament program of the Administration 
should be directed exclusively to the defense and security of this Nation rather than 
towurd dangerous intervention in the international frictions and discords of other 
peoples. He suggested that our foreign policy was shaped and dictated by the British 
Foreign Office, and argued that whether this be true or not the United States is today 
without a declared or defined foreign policy. In the House, Representative Van 
Zandt discussed the attitude of foreign countries toward us, and claimed by the 
process of elimination that he might well echo the cry: “Who are we going to fight?’ 
Throughout the debate in both the Senate and House, there was apparent a reat deal 
of perplexity as to what exactly is our foreign policy. Commenting upon the criticism 
to this effect, the President at a press conference, remarked that our foreign policy 
is not a flexible proposition intended to coincide with world exigences throughout 
the years, and yet it was no less definite because no one could define it. The President 
further said that we have a very definite foreign policy that was established in 1776 
and that we had been gathering a definite foreign policy down through the years. 

The differing views of the President and the Congress, and the members of 
Congress, are of current interest because of the greater delicacy which the European 
situation has reached as a result of the fall of Barcelona and the prospect that 
Franco's victory has encouraged Italy, bucked by Germany in her strong attitude 
with respect to the acquisition of French territory. The French reply is that not 
an inch of territory will be ceded to the Rome Government. If the Franco Government 
Shall attain supreme power in Spain, the question will arise as to its recognition by 
the United States. If that Government can protect American life and property, 
eventually we will grant such recognition. So far as Europe is concerned, Italy will 
be expected to withdraw her troops from Spain, and the question will arise what 
compensation will she receive for the assistance they have given to the rebels. The 
history of Spain makes it extremely doubtful if Mussolini will get anything of value. 
England has historic knowledge of the ingratitude of Spaniards, and Mussolini may 
suffer a similar experience. There are well defined reports that England has not been 
uverse to doing business with Franco, and indeed that the moneys the latter has had 
at his disposal came in part from the sale of iron ore to British smelters and manu- 
facturers after the fall of Bilbao. The French realize their country is flanked by 
two powerful Fascist nations, and the serious danger this means to their defense. 
But the French know also that Italy has well defined rights with respect to Corsica 
and Tunisia and undoubtedly will be agreeable to their discussion. In the meantime, 
all the Muropean countries are rushing armament and calling men to colors, and to 
industry as in the case of England. It looks as though the world is in for a period 
of jitters, with the United States, as some of the Senators huve stated, tlhooded with 
propaganda to take sides. The time calls for caution and cool heads, and this is the 
attitude of the leaders in the Senate and House, 














Navy Fleet Commands—It is quite unlikely that the “slate” for the high commands 
in the United States Fleet will be announced before March 7, even though a decision 
may be reached earlier. Rear Adm. J, O. Richardson, USN, chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, has conferred with the President and the Secretary on the high com- 
mand appointments but it is said that no decision has been reached. Admiral Rich- 
aurdson, however, is strongly of the opinion that even though the selections may be 
made there should be no announcement of the results until after the completion of the 
Fleet problem. It is only human nature that publication of the changes while the 
men involved are occupied in the Fleet maneuvers would tend to provide a certain 
amount of distraction from the important problems at hand, particularly on the part 
of those ordered ashore who would naturally give some thought to their future plans. 


Superliners and National Defense—The contention sometimes brought up in mari- 
time circles (most recently in an editorial in The Marine Journal) that the United 
States is losing peace-time commerce and neglecting a means of national defense 
through failure to build so-called super-liners, finds no agreement by officials of the 
Maritime Commission. If, members of the commission stated this week, by super- 
liners, ships like the Queen Mary and the Normandie are meant, then the nation has 
no superliners—and the Maritime Commission doesn’t want them. If, however, 
critics are referring to vessels somewhat smaller than the two 1,000-footers, as 
seemed indicated in The Marine Journal’s statement that “it must be borne in mind 
that the Queen Mary had been in direct competition with such superliners as the 
Normandie, Bremen and Europa, Rex and Conte di Savoia all of which ships drew 
their business from the United States,” the government has such ships and has more 
planned and under construction. 

The Manhattan and the Washington, of the United States Lines, are both of a 
size comparable with the Bremen, Europa, Rex and Conte di Savoia, and both are 
carrying capacity passenger lists during the travel season. The U. 8. Lines, last year, 
it was pointed out, distributed bonus’ to employees and dividends out of current 








earnings. On the other hand, one of the two ships the commission considers as 
superliners, though built by a government and turned over to an operating line with- 
out charge, is not even making operating expenses. 

If the two German and two Italian vessels are considered superliners, commis- 
sion officials repeated, then the America, of approximately the same size, and sched- 
uled to slide her 723 feet of hull into the James River, at Newport News, Va., in the 
spring of next year, is a superliner. So, too, are the two or three vessels intended for 
trans-Pacific service, whose plans are nearing completion. So, also, will be the three 
vessels now being planned for use in the South American trade. Vessels of the size 
of the Manhattan, America or Bremen have been found profitable and economical 
for use in commerce, are attractive to passengers and are expected to be valuable as 
troop transports, officials said. 

As for the Queen Mary and Normandie type of vessel, it was stated, the commis- 
sion still stands on its findings published as a result of the survey made of the 
American merchant marine shortly after the commission was created. That report 
said, in part: “The advisability of building superliners has been studied in great 
detail. It is the opinion of the commssion that the Unted States should not attempt 
to compete in the luxury-liner field. This type of vessel is believed to be economically 
unsound. The building of these vessels at the expense of other, more economical ships 
cannot be justified by the United States.” 

Referring to the construction of such ships for “window dressing” as “an ex- 
tremely unwise use of public funds,” the commission continued: “The claim has been 
made that very large vessels are necessary from the point of view of national 
defense. This appears to be erroneous. The Navy would prefer two or three of the 
Manhattan type of vessel to one of the superliner type. The superliner offers a much 
larger target for airplanes and submarines and cannot enter the majority of harbors. 
The number of drydocks in the world for such vessels is extremely limited and 
docking costs are enormous. Another limitation occurs if the vessel is unable to 
transit the Panama Canal.” “Finally,” warned the commission, “future developments 
in the realm of fast service appear to be in the air rather than in the building of 
extravagant superliners.” 

Navy officials, though not commenting directly on the merits of the superliners 
as transports, pointed out that the five-man Maritime Commission upholding the 
report which condemned superliners, includes two Navy officers, Rear Adm. Emory 
8S. Land, USN-Ret., commission chairman, and Rear Adm. Henry Wiley, USN-Ret. 


Cavalry—The Chief of Cavalry has been designated as the War Department rep 
resentative in all matters relating to the participation of the Army in the 1940 
Olympic Games. Specifically, the Chief of Cavalry is charged with: (1) The early 
initiation of measures looking to the formation of a nucleus for the Olympic Eques- 
trian Teams, and (2) The selection and final training of candidates for this Team. 

Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, Chief of Cavalry will initiate and develop a plan for 
the training of Army entries in the equestrian events of the Olympic Games which 
will insure that timely preparatory measures are taken. The equestrian events of the 
Olympic Games will consist of: a Dressage competition (a training or schooling test) ; 
the Prix de Nations (a jumping competition) ; and the Concours Complet d’Equita- 
tion (a three-day competition involving a schooling test, a jumping test, and an en- 
durance test). [ach of these events requires a different type of horse and special 
training on the part of both horses and riders. 

Horses and riders now within reasonable distance of Ft. Riley, Kans., will be 
observed during the spring of 1989 at the inter-post horse shows to be held at Ft. 
Sill, Ft. Leavenworth, and It. Riley, where it is expected the horse show committees 
will provide classes particularly suitable for the schooling and stadium jumping 
phases of the Concours Complet d’Equitation, or three-day event. In addition, it is 
expected that a complete three-day test will be given either during the competition 
at It. Riley or shortly thereafter. Preliminary tryouts, which will be open not only 
to military contestants but also to civilians certified by the American Horse Shows As- 
sociation as being eligible to compete, will be held at It. Riley during the early part 
of October, 19389.

Use of Plastics in Aircraft Construction—Testimony of witnesses this week before 
the Congressional inter-departmental monopoly committee of the advantages of the 
use of plastic materials in the high-speed production of aircraft brought statements 
from high Army oflicials that while the subject has been under close study the 
service is not considering use of such materials in its present aircraft construction 
program, 

Army ollicials said that the War Department has been studying use of various 
plastics for four or five years but had not been convinced that planes made of the 
material would stand the stresses to which military machines are subjected. Too 
much experimentation was still involved, they said, to permit any early departure 
from accepted construction practices in carrying out the present Air Force expansion 
program. 

George A, Baekland, vice president of the Bakelite Corporation of New York, had 
told the committee that use of plastic material would make possible construction of 
a wing or fuselage in two hours with the labor of only nine men. Moreover, use of the 
materials, eliminating rivets will give planes additional lightness and permit higher 
speeds. Upkeep expenses also would be reduced, the committee was told. The process 
described involves the impregnation of strips of wood with long grain with bakelite 
synthetics, making a water-tight material lighter than aluminum, of whieh a com- 
plete wing or fuselage section could be cast at one time. Baekland told the Congres- 
sional committee that a special Army board was studying pessibilities of planes 
made of the plastic material. 
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infantry—Four of the barracks at Ft. Missoula, Mont., home of the 4th Infantry, 
will have their wings extended at a cost of $124,913 under a contract awarded under 
the PWA-WPA construction program. 

The 22nd Infantry Brigade at Schofield Barracks, T. H., will have a new com- 
mander in the person of Brig. Gen. Daniel I. Sultan, USA, who will be relieved of 
command at Ft. Logan, Colo., and sail from San Francisco June 24 for his new 
duty.

He will be 
succeeded in command of the 6th Infantry by Brig. Gen. Walter E. Prosser. now 
with the 6th Field Artillery Brigade at Chicago. 

Norman 
PD. Finley, now National Guard instructor at St. Louis, will sail for Panama June 16, 
while Maj. Manuel B. Navas, now with the Organized Reserves at New York City, 
will sail June 14 for duty with the 65th Infantry at Puerto Rico. 


Coast Guard to Watch Alien Fishers—tInstructions to maintain constant surveillance 
of the operations of alien fishing vessels in the North Pacific and Bering Sea have 
been given by the Coast Guard to Capt. S. V. Parker, named commander of the 
Bering Sea Patrol which is to go on station April 20. Captain Parker has been in- 
structed to submit weekly reports to headquarters, by dispatch, giving names and loca- 
tions of alien fishing vessels and the number of tenders observed. In recent years com- 
plaints of violation of fishing conventions by foreign vessels have been made by 
American fishermen. 


Line Selection Board—With the Navy Selection Board, convened January 9 to 
recommend lieutenants for promotion to lieutenant commander, still in session, it 
was believed by Navy officials this week that a report from the board could hardly 
he expected before the middle of next month. 

The board, headed by Capt. Ferdinand L. Reichmuth, USN, will name 125 officers 
for promotion as best fitted. The records of nearly 550 other officers must be examined 
for consideration for advancement as fitted and an as yet undetermined percentage of 
them for retention on the active list. 

Members of the board are Captains John B. Earle, Patrick N. L. Bellinger, 
Marion C. Robertson, Freeland A. Daubin, Lemuel E. Lindsay, Mark C. Bowman, 
Walter E. Brown and James G, Ware. Lt. Comdr. Raymond D. Tarbuck is recorder. 


Air Corps—Amassing a total of 15,994:30 hours of flying time during the month of 
December, the Primary Flying School at Randolph Field set a record for time during 
a winter month. When it is remembered that student training was cancelled on Dec. 
22 for the Christmas holidays, the total number of hours presents an even more impos- 
ing appearance. Only twice in the history of Randolph Field has this figure of 
almost 16,000 hours in a single month been surpassed. Last August, more than 16,500 
hours were flown, and during September the all time high of 17,373 hours were flown. 
At the time, it was computed that Randolph Field airplanes flew a distance of more 
than three times around the world at the equator every one of the thirty days of that 
month. 

Awards totaling $244,896.90 were made during the first two weeks of this month. 
They covered $80,192 worth of flying helmets, mechanics caps and suits, approximately 
an equal sum for brake assemblies, and another for spare parts for magnetos and 
distributors. 

Also the Quartermaster Corps let contracts for a 2200-man barracks at Chanute 
Field for $602,500; five double sets of quarters at Denver Air Corps Technical School, 
and $48,320 for electric distribution and street lighting at Scott Field, Tl. 

The 2nd Air Base Squadron at Mitchel Field, L. I., New York, dedicated its 
new Day Room recently with Col. T. J. Hanley, Base Executive Officer, and Maj. 
James W. Hammond, Commanding Officer of the 2nd Air Base Squadron, among 
those present during the festivities. First Sergeant Russell Highley delivered an 
address, during the course of which he presented the Day Room to the members of 
the organization. Refreshments were served and all members prsent enjoyed them- 
selves. The new Day Room is located in the basement of “A” Barracks and com- 
prises approximately 3,000 square feet of floor space. It is equipped with the most 
ultra-modern chrome trimmed upholstered furniture and indirect lighting fixtures. 
A fire place, floor lamps, card tables and magazines make this one of the “homiest” 
day rooms to be found throughout the Army. Members of the 2nd Air Base Squadron 
extend their invitation to visiting enlisted personnel to spend their spare time taking 
advantage of this comfortable Day Room. 


Italian Submarine Constructicon—With announcement by Forze Armete, Italian 
journal of armed forces, that Italy last year laid down 20 new submarines, the 
parallel between that country and America in sub tonnage built and building seems 
evenly drawn. The United States, with 19 new underseas craft now building, seems 
to have the greater tonnage by a slight margin, with 107,805 tons built and building 
against about 100,000 tons for Italy. Navy Department officials here pointed out 
this week, however, that only 20 of this country’s 87 ships are under the 13-year age 
limit, and several are over 20 yeers in age. 

The submarines laid down for Italy, according to Forze Armete, will give that 
country 125 vessels, a number said to be exceeded by Russia, though the tonnage of 
that country’s undersea fleet is supposed to be less than that of either Italy and the 
United States, because of the smaller vessels operated by the Soviet. 

Four of Italy’s new subs are given 600 tons displacement; two, 951 tons; four, 
1,031 tons; six, 1,036 tons, and four 1,416 tons. The latter are to carry, it was said, 
14 torpedo tubes, the heaviest torpedo armament ever fitted to submarines, and an 
installation which exceeds those published for our vessels. Five-inch guns will be 
mounted on the larger subs, 

The 19 undersea boats building for the United States will average 1,450 tons, 
providing a total new tonnage of 27,550. 

Forze Armete gave the cruising radii of the subs laid down as 6,000 to 12,000 
miles. However, the Italians’ own Calvi class vessels are said to be capable of 13,500 
miles at nine knots. Our own Barracuda, Bass and Bonita, 2,000-ton ships launched 
in 1924, and consequently over-age, have a published cruising radius of 12,000 miles. 
The “S” ships, averaging under 1,000 tons, have cruising radii of 8,000 miles at 10 
knots. These figures are those published by Jane’s Fighting Ships. 

Such cruising radii as are known to be possible by both the American and Italian

vessels would make the ships capable of crossing the Atlantic and of operating in 
each other’s waters. Much smaller, slower vessels, however, were able to cross the 
Atlantic during the Great War. 


9th Cavalry—The 9th Cavalry formed on a snow-blanketed parade ground at Ft. 
Riley, Jan. 17, and passed in review before Brig. Gen. Guy V. Henry, Commandant of 
the Cavalry School, who having reeached the age of 64 years, will be placed upon 
the retired list of the army, with rank of Major General, Jan. 31, 1939. After the 
review, General Henry was invited to the Ninth Cavalry Club where the officers, 
warrant officers and non-commissioned officers of the regiment had assembled to 
extend the general through their commanding officer, Lt. Col. Terry de le M, Allen, 
their best wishes for a long and happy life in retirement. Warrant Officer Perey L. 
Jones presented General Henry with a testimonial bearing the signatures of war- 
rant officers and non-commissioned officers of the first three grades. General Henry 
in turn presented the Ninth Cavalry Club with a photograph of his illustrious father 
and former regimental commander, Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, sr., who saw service 
with the regiment in the early days as lieutenant and captain, and finally commanded 
the regiment as a major. This picture will be hung in the Ninth Club. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—A careful study of Naval Supply Account issues 
during the fiscal year 1938, in connection with balances on hand June 30, 1938, indi- 
cates that average stocks on hand are still higher than contemplated by the approved 
formula. A stock balance of $49,471,054.06 existed on June 30, 1938, in classes ex- 
clusive of 56 (provisions) and 7 (fuel) while the year’s issues excluding the same 
classes amounted to only $37,971,117.36. At the same rate of issue for 1938, the 
balance on hand equaled 153% months stock whereas it is estimated that a stock 
maintained strictly in accordance with the authorized replenishment formula should 
not average for the whole Navy more than nine months. 

The Committee on Purchases of Blind-Made Products has just issued rules and 
regulations for carrying into effect the Act of June 25, 1988 (52 Stat. 1196) which 
was enacted at the last session of Congress for the purpose of assisting blind per- 
sons in becoming self-supporting through Government orders placed with non-profit 
making agencies for the blind. Rear Adm. Christian Joy Peoples, who is now 
serving as Director of Procurement, has been designated as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee which is composed of representatives of the Treasury, War, Navy, Interior, 
Agriculture and Commerce Departments and a private citizen, M. ©. Migel, repre- 
senting the American Foundation for the Blind. Capt. Arthur H. Mayo represents 
the Navy Department on the Committee. The Committee has also issued a Schedule 
of Blind-Made Products available for purchase effective Jan. 1, 1939 which will be 
distributed to the service immediately. The only items covered by this schedule, at 
present, are brooms and mops, but it is understood that additional items may be added 
from time to time. 

The Control Record, covering operations within the Bureau, has been revised and 
promulgated as of Dec. 1, 1938. There were a few minor changes in the general 
organization which have been embodied in a chart of organization which will be 
sent to officers. It is the intention hereafter to revise the Control Record annually. 
This revision will be particularly necessary when office spaces are re-assigned after 
additional space is provided upon completion of the pent house structures on the 
top of Wings 2 and 3 of the Navy Building. 

Mr. Ben Abbott, the Civilian Assistant to the Paymaster General, has recently 
inaugurated a “Civilian Personnel Conference” composed of the principal civilians 
in the Bureau. This Conference will meet periodically for round table discussion of 
civilian personnel matters which affect the general efficiency, morale and welfare 
of the entire bureau. The Paymaster General heartily approves of these meetings 
as it is felt that these employees, from their daily supervisory contact, have acquired 
an intimate knowledge of personnel administration which will be of material value 
in developing policies affecting the civilian personnel. A general resume of the dis- 
cussions and conclusions arrived at are reported to the Paymaster General for his 
consideration and such action as may be deemed advisable in connection therewith. 


Ordnance Department— Ordnance current procurement received impetus to the tune 
of awards totaling $233,967.28 during the first half of January. The 38-inch anti- 
aircraft program benefitted by $129,270 worth of gasoline-electric generating units. 
Under the special machinery program, awards were made for milling, drilling and 
reaming machines, semi-portable electric furnace, turret lathes, hydraulic marking 
machines, die sinking machines, geared head production lathes, bench lathes, and 
gas carburizing furnace. Nearly nine thousand dollars was in gages for 75 mm 
pack howitzer carriages under the inspection gage program, 

Capt. Dale C. Hall, now on duty in the office of the Chief of Ordnance, has 
been assigned to Ninth Corps Area Headquarters. He will sail from New York about 
June 1. 


Navy Moves Into Penthouses—With completion of penthouses covering the entire 
2d and 3d wings of the Navy Department building, several of the badly crowded 
bureaus of the Department have just completed the movement of some of their sec- 
tions into the new offices, while several other sections are planning to move within a 
few days. 

New occupants of the fourth-floor penthouses are the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts and the research and information and the standards and boat plans sections 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 

Scheduled to move some of their offices into the new additions are the war plans, 
section of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, and the Bureaus of Engineering, 
Ordnance and Aeronautics. 


Quartermaster Corps—Carrying forward its current procurement program, the 
Quartermaster Corps during the first two weeks this month awarded contracts total- 
ing $1,219,908.74, of which $325,228.74 was for motor trucks. The balance was con- 
struction awards in connection with PWA-WPA projects.

West Point, N. ¥.—Individual honors 
in West Point’s annual informal Horse 
Show, were won by Lt. Col. Herbert H. 
Frost, head of the 61st Cavalry Division’s 
horse show team, when he captured first 
place in the individual military jumping 
championships, and captained his No. 1 
team to first place in the team event. The 
individual military jumping is annually 
the most interesting event on the card, 24 
competitors being entered this year. 

Grandstands were erected in the huge 
riding hall to take care of the largest 
crowd of spectators since the inaugura- 
tion of the show. This is the first time 
it has been necessary to erect stands.

West Point, N. Y.—Army came out 
even in sports last Saturday, winning 
from Union College in hockey, 10 to 0, 
and from Cornell University in swim- 
ming, 54 to 21, while losing to Ohio State 
University in basketball, 48 to 39, and to 
Franklin and Marshal!

Army Olympic Participation 


Representative May has introduced a 
bill: which provides that the Secretary 
of War be authorized to direct the train- 
ing and attendance of personnel and 
animals of the Regular Army as partici- 
pants in the Twelfth Olympic Games.

The Army Bomber 
(Continued from First Page) 
bases as may be necessary. 

While even more advanced types are on 
the drawing boards and in experimental 
stages, the most formidable bomber now 
in the hands of Air Corps units is the 

3-17 type, of which we have on hand or 
on order a total of 52. When the purchase 
of 13 more of the B-17B type was an- 
nounced last Summer, Assistant Secre 
tary Johnson said that their performance 
is such that they are “definite proof that 
America still maintains its position of 
leadership in aeronautical design.” 

The B-17 is the type which recently 
made the suecessful flight to Buenos 
Aires and return, covering approximately 
6,000 miles in a total flying time of 34 
hours and 25 minutes. It is admitted that 
they can attain a speed well in excess of 
250 miles an hour. The 13-17 is powered 
with four of the largest type air-cooled 
engines and is said to be capable of main- 
taining its altitude on only two engines. 
They carry five machine-guns for their 
own protection and are operated by a 
crew of seven to nine men, including a 
commanding officer, pilot, copilot, navi 
gator, engineer, bomber, radio operator, 
and gunners, The ship has a wing-span 
of approximately 100 feet, length of 70 
feet, height of 15 feet and a gross weight 
of about fifteen tons. 

Probably next in importance is the 
lighter type of bomber of the class known 
as B-18A, of which we now have, on the 
field and on order, more than 250. The 
B-18A is a two-engine bomber and attains 
a speed in excess of 225 miles an hour. 
It is equipped with retractable landing 
gear, flaps, directional gyro and all other 
modern aircraft improvements. 

These two types, with such modifica 
tions and improvements as our experience 
with them and subsequent research may 
provide, will probably consume a large 
portion of the $170,000,000 which it is 
planned to devote to the procurement of 
new airplanes under the emergency pro- 
gram. 

Bombardment aviation has undergone 
enormous advances since the 96th Squad- 
ron became the first American bombard 
ment unit to conduct active operations in 
the World War by attacking the railroad 
yards at Dommary-Baroncourt with six 
Breguets. Today the men who fight these 
planes must be pilots, machine gunners, 
and radio operators, and be familiar with 
modern, intricate bomb sights, release 
mechanisms, bomb racks, and photo 
graphic devices for recording hits and 
their damage. He must study not only 
his offensive mission of hitting his mark 
with bombs, but also specialized methods 
of defense. 

The offensive mission is performed with 
bombs ranging in size from 100-pound 
to 2,000-pound types. Tests, it is said, 
have shown rather conclusively that 2,000 
pound bombs will create sufficient destruc 
tive effects on any military establishment 
so far built. Bombs fall into four general 
Classifications—demolition, armor piere 
ing, incendiary, and gas. Demolition 
bombs are heavily loaded with high ex 
plosive (TNT) and create great destruc 
tive effects through their explosion either 
upon impact or by delayed action through 
a fuse setting. Some idea of their de 
structive effects may be gained by con 
sidering that even the small 100-pound 
type carries approximately 65 pounds of 
TNT, while the 2,000-pounders carry, 1,- 
O36 pounds of high explosive. The armor 
piercing type carry relatively less TNT 
because their casings must be heavy and 
thick to pierce protective armor plating. 
To gain the necessary piercing force these 
bombs must be dropped from great 
heights. Incendiary bombs, although in 
great use during the World War, are not 
employed much today because modern de- 
molition bombs are considered just as ef 
fective for that purpose. Gas bombs are 
not now used by our forces because the 
general national policy is averse to such 
use, 

The defense of the bomber falls into 
two phases, its own defense in the air, and 
the defense of its home base, its supply 
depots, and the plants which manufacture 
its parts. Because it is powerless on the 
ground and equally powerless without a 
base to return to, an elaborate ground

set-up must be provided to protect the 
fields from which it operates. Highly spe- 
clalized ground troops, fast-moving, hard 
hitting Infantry, anti-aircraft artillery 
with its intricate warning nets extending 
for hundreds of miles must safeguard the 
bases, the depots and the manufacturing 
centers, 

For its own defense in the air, the 
bomber turns to such factors as machine 
guns, speed, ceiling, coloring or visibility, 
noiseless flight, and controllability. In 
addition friendly fighting planes gener- 
ally accompany a bombing mission. 

In machine guns he has available both 
380 caliber and 0 caliber, the former be- 
cause of its more rapid rate of fire (ap- 
proximately 1200 rounds per minute as 
against about 375 for the 50 caliber) be- 
ing preferable within its effective range, 
While the flatter trajectory and longer 
range gives the latter a great field of use- 
fulness, The ceiling he can attain is an 
important factor in his defense for the 
higher he can climb the less chance there 
is of detection and the more difficult 
target he becomes for antiaircraft artil- 
lery. 

While little is seen of it in peace time, 
protective coloration to reduce visibility 
will be generally used in war times. Ehf- 
forts are continually being made to cur 
tail the noise from such craft awd thus 
avoid detection by ground sound locators, 
The ease with which the ships can be 
handled in the air in tight formation is 
also considered a defensive factor. 

Formations in which units of bombers 
fly are designed for self protection as 
well as for the effective distribution of 
their bombs on their targets. Widely dis- 
persed formations are employed in route 
column to minimize the effects of anti- 
aircraft artillery, while tighter forma- 
tions are employed in order to give con- 
centrated machine gun opposition to 
enemy attack planes,

specialist ratings and higher grades. 
Since the World War, the multiplicity of 
machinery and instruments has created 
an entirely new type of non-commissioned 
officer, and at present, with the limita- 
tions imposed on the numbers or ratings 
available, the problem is acute, 

It is expected that Senator Sheppard 
will introduce another measure which 
applies only to the Army, (that concern- 
ing retired pay of enlisted specialists), 
either today or early next week. 

Representative Carl Vinson, Chairman 
of the House Naval Committee, an- 
nounced this week that he was “not going 
to consider the pay question until the 
National Defense Program has been dis- 
posed of.” The fact that the President 
had sent a memorandum asking him to 
defer consideration of the Sadler Navy 
Pay Board’s report may result in even- 
tually shelving the pay recommendations 
of the Navy in favor of those of the Lnter- 
departmental committee. Vinson ex- 
pressed the opinion that the memorandum 
indicated Presidential approval of the 
majority recommendations of the Inter- 
departmental committee. 

In consideration of the large amount of 
National Defense legislation occupying 
the time of the Naval and Military Com 
mittees of both houses it is evident that 
it will be some weeks before hearings can 
be held no matter what decision may be 
reached after the conference with the 
President. 





USNA Master-at-Arms 

Senator Millard A, Tydings, of Mary- 
land, has introduced a bill that would 
change the tithe of the master-at-arms 
force at the Naval Academy to “United 
States Naval Academy Police,” to con- 
sist of two divisions, the master-at-arms 
division and the guards division. It is 
contemplated under this act that the 
duties of the two divisions be the same 
or similar to those performed by the 
present master-at-arms force and the pres- 
ent guards or watchmen force. The bill 
provides that each division consist of one 
captain, one Hentenant, three sergeants 
and as many enlisted men as the Super- 
intendent of the Academy may deem 
necessary and Congress appropriate for.

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Sec. Woodring Tells of Pians 

Pointing out that the revised protective 
measures have been worked out by our 
General Staff and military experts after 
intensive study of military requirements, 
Secretary of War Woodring told the 
Women’s Patriotic Conference in Wash- 
ington Jan, 24 that the program is based 
on “very real and very pressing needs.” 

Mr. Woodring declared that a primary 
mission of the Army is the protection of 
Naval shore installations so as to afford 
the fleet freedom of mobility and action. 
*aralleling this, he said, is the creation 
and protection of forward bases for the 
Army air operations. To protect these 
bases, he asserted, elaborate ground de- 
fense set-ups must be provided. 


Because of the requirements for train- 
ing planes and others of non-combat type, 
the Secretary estimated that the actual 
number of operating combat aircraft to 
be provided under the 5,500-plane pro- 
gram would be less than 2,000. 

Salient portions of the Secretary’s ad- 
dress follow: 

Protect Naval Bases 

Naval bases must be afforded protection by 
the land forces of the Regular Army. For 
example, security for the Navy’s base at Pearl 
Harbor, in Hawaii, demands the maintenance 
by the Army of highly expensive defensive 
installations permanently manned by over 
20,000 soldiers of the Regular Army — our 
largest military garrison. This large garrison 
must be maintained on the Island of Oahu, 
not for the defense of the Hawaiian Islands, 
but for the security of the Pearl Harbor base. 
In the Panama Canal Zone, there are perma- 
nently stationed another 13,000 Regular Army 
troops—an insufficient number, by the way— 
whose primary mission is the security of the 
Panama Canal in war-time to assure unin- 
terrupted transit of that vital waterway by 
our Naval forces. Similarly, the land forces 
maintained in the Continental United States 
must serve as defenders for our Navy's bases 
on the mainland. A primary mission of the 
Army, therefore, is the protection of Naval 
shore installations to afford the Navy—our 
first line of national defense—that freedom of 
mobility and action essential to that arm for 
the accomplishment of its mission. 


I have referred to this matter of Naval 
bases in some detail because we find almost 
an exact parallel when we consider Air Force 
operations. Defense of the Continental United 
States and protection of the Panama Canal in 
war-time will make mandatory the establish- 
ment of forward air bases at such strategic 
points as the military situation then demands. 
These forward bases must be established far 
distant from the areas to be protected. 


A war-time air base must not be pictured as 
a mere landing field. Security of such a base 
demands wide dispersion of grounded planes, 
repair, maintenance and supply installations, 
and ammunition stores. Air bases are mea- 
sured, not in acres, but in square miles—yes, 
in tens of square miles. Grounded planes are 
impotent and defenseless. They must be pro- 
tected, for an air base without ground pro- 
tection is no air base at all; it is simply a 
huge, helpless aircraft parking lot. 


Defend Air Bases 


As a primary mission for the whole of the 
Army is protection for Naval bases, so pro- 
tection of Army air bases is a primary mis- 
sion of the so-called ground forces of the mili- 
tary establishment, Adequate protection of an 
air base not only requires numerous pursuit 
planes but an elaborate ground defensive set- 
up. That set-up must include anti-aircraft 
artillery with its complementary intricate 
warning net extending for hundreds of miles. 
But pursuit aviation and anti-aircraft artil- 
lery will by no means suffice for the security 
of a forward air base. To occupy and defend 
air bases, it is essential that we maintain 
seasoned, experienced, perfectly equipped 
units, capable of defeating highly organized 
hostile forces which may seek to disrupt the 
activities of the air bases. Such units can- 
not be improvised after the outbreak of hosti- 
lities. 

When we come to discussion of the number 
of military aircraft required for defensive 
purposes, we enter a realm where much public 
confusion reigns. There are numerous critics 
of augmentation of the Army’s aircraft. I fear 
that these critics assume that all military 
planes are combat planes. That assumption is 
far from being a fact. For example, approxi- 
mately two training planes are required for 
every three operating combat planes. This 
requirement arises from the fact that the most 
serious bottleneck in the development of the 
Air arm is the training of flying personnel. 
Some preliminary training can be conducted 
by civilian agencies, but the finished military 
pilot must be educated in a rigid military 
school, his training coordinated, supervised 
and controlled with military exactitude. 

Let me discuss another confusing phase 
of this problem. Military aircraft operating 
under war conditions have early and very 





high casualty rates—running to the astound- 
ing figures of from ninety to one hundred per 
cent. It follows that for every combat plane 
operating on the air front, at least one combat 
plane should be immediately available in re- 
serve. 


2,000 Combat Planes 


Therefore, when we discuss the procure- 
ment of a total of 5,500 ships within two 
years, we by no means visualize 5,500 fully 
manned, combat planes actually operating in 
the air. The number of operating combat 
planes—and I include bombing, attack, and 
pursuit ships—actually would be less than 
2,000. What a far cry is this from the ex- 
aggerated statements that the United States 
intends darkening the skies with gigantic 
Army bombers. 

A very complex problem, and one of grave 
concern to War Department officials, is the 
devising of means to assure increased bal- 
anced productivity by private aircraft mannu- 
facturing plants. We are endeavoring, in con- 
sultation with leading aircraft manufacturers, 
to reach a sound solution to this problem. 


That thought brings me to the question of 
munitions in general. 

We can no longer ignore the vital impor- 
tance of adequate reserves of munitions. This 
is a subject sadly lacking in dramatic ap- 
peal. No heroics surround an isolated peace- 
time ammunition depot. Because of their lack 
of the dramatic, munitions hold little public 
interest. Yet, I insist, that munitions are the 
mortar which cements the bricks of our na- 
tional defense foundation. 


Munitions Needed 


bases, naval and air. 
Without protected bases, seagoing and air- 
going fleets cannot operate. I leave you with 
this thought—if the defenders of those bases 
are not adequately supplied with the muni- 
tions of war, the bases themselves are just 
so much expensive real estate. 

I am convinced that no question is of more 
paramount importance to this country today 

your country and my country, our homes 
and our families, wherever we hail from— 
than adequate solution of the new problems 
of national security, and solution of these 
problems at this session of Congress. 

I reiterate that reaffirmation by the Presi- 
dent of the principles of the Monroe Doctrine 

a cardinal policy of the government of the 
United States for over a century regardless 
of the political parties in power—demands 
reorientation of our national defense require- 
ments. I also reemphasize that technical im- 
provements in the machines of war alone 
make mandatory reconsideration of our de- 
fensive armament. The security of the United 
States is a matter of vital concern to every 
American citizen everywhere. Adequate de- 
fense transcends all regional and political 
lines. 


Our revised protective measures have been 
worked out by our General Staff and mili- 
tary experts after intensive study of mili- 
tary requirements. That program is based on 
very real and very pressing needs. I do not 
believe that any patriotic American, regard- 
less of party affiliation, would dare accept 
the responsibility of striving to defeat any 
phase of the program proposed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 


We have discussed 


And so, I bespeak from this conference the 
most earnest thought and careful study of 
the President's national defense recommenda- 
tions now being considered by the Congress. 
You will return to your homes in every sec- 
tion of this republic, where your views on 
national defense problems will serve to mold 
public opinion. And it is my belief that pub- 
lic reaction to the national defense measures 
recommended by the President, as you help 
mold it, in turn may determine the resurgence 
or the decline of democracy, not only in our 
republic, but the world over. 


Oh, we lead the world by a large margin 
in intelligent manpower, in natural resources, 
und in industrial ability. For us today to 
ally these tremendous advantages with actual 
security would be acclaimed by our posterity 
as the acme of national sanity and of far- 
sighted statesmanship.

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The Military Adviser. General Doug- 
1 « las MacArthur can contemplate a dis- 
tinguished professional career that 
brought him through all commissioned 
grades to the rank of Chief of Staff of 
the United States Army. ‘The natural 
termination of his military service, in the 
Regular Army, was followed by his desig- 
nation as Military Adviser, to the Philip- 
pine Government, with the mission of 
organizing a national defense force. This 
is a rare professional opportunity, a carte- 
blanche authority to create an Army, 
from the ground up, to control it from 
its very beginning and supervise its 
growth to a reasonable state of maturity. 


As Chief of Staff, General MacArthur's 
annual reports were notable for their 
stylistic quality ; they were far more than 
routine reports and had the character 
and significance of state papers. His re- 
port (1936) on “National Defense in the 
Philippines” follows this pattern. The 
President of the Philippines was moved 
to remark: “.. . I am transmitting here- 
with a report from the Military Adviser 
.. . it far transcends a mere routine 
delineation . .. it reaches the height of 
constructive statesmanship ... it should 
serve as a Jandmark in our national des- 
tiny.” 


This report, as an outline of General 
MacArthur's undertaking, has a wider 
application than its local significance for 
the Philippines: this work should be 
viewed as a laboratory experiment, a test- 
case in the organization, assembly, train- 
ing and equipment of an Army; there are 
factors and problems that are common 
to all military organization; the evolu- 
tion of Armies is gradual, their renova- 
tion slow because of tradition and preju- 
dice ; an important factor is the load of 
expensive, current obsolescent equipment 
and armament. 


The Philippine Army is free from tradi- 
tional impedimenta; it will be interest- 
ing to observe this experiment and note 
the solution of general military problems. 


needs. H. FE. Manuel L, Quezon: 

. events in the Philippine Islands 
assure establishment of a Commonwealth 
Government ... one of the most pressing 
responsibilities of the new government 
will be the development of a sound na- 
tional defense system ... it is of the 
most urgent importance that this system 
reach a state of reasonable efficiency be- 
fore the protection of the U. 8S. shall have 
been withdrawn... .” 


The President of the Philippines ex- 
plained the new defense plans to the as- 
sembly in 2 message that is remarkable 
since it is the considered expression of a 
statesman and responsible head of a 
democratic government; this paper con- 
tains a classical definition of the rights 
and duties of free citizens as regards 
military service and national defense ; the 
sophistry of pacificts and conscientious 
objectors alike cannot hold up against 
this lucid reasoning, in a blend of realism 
and common sense, viz: “. .. this (de- 
fense) plan reflects the lessons of history 
. . . it is founded upon principles that 
are fundamental. ... The first of these 
principles is that every citizen is obli- 
gated to the nation’s defense. . . . The 
second of these principles is that the na- 
tional defense system must provide ac- 
tual security. Insufficient defense is a 
contradiction in terms. A dam _ that 
crumbles under the rising flood is noth- 
ing more than a desolate monument to 
the wasted effort and lack of vision of 
its builders. ...” 


2 Philippine appreciation of defensive 


The Defense Law. The basic law, 

« containing the essential provisions of 
the Philippine military system, is known 
as the “National Defense Act,” approved 
Dec. 21, 1935. 

A Chief of Staff is designated, in direct 
control of the military establishment ; he 
is assisted by a General Staff and by 
chiefs of services and bureaus; an im- 
portant assistant is the Provost Marshal 
General, in direct charge of police work 
heretofore carried out by the Constabu- 
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lary, and the process of inducting indi- 
viduals into the military service. 

For administrative and training pur- 
poses, the islands are divided into mili- 
tary districts, subdivided into provinces. 


The Army itself is to consist of a 
Regular Force and a Reserve Force, 
which will be predominantly land units, 
to be supported by an Air Force and a 
Marine Division (off-shore patrol). 


General Character of the Army. The 

e« plan does not contemplate employing 
the Army in aggressive action . . . its 
objective is the development of each island 
in the archipelago as a citadel of defense 

- no method exists and none is pro- 
jected for utilizing the new Army beyond 
the limits of its own territory. 

a, The Regular Force. This force is to 
be maintained at the lowest level consis- 
tent with performance ... a matter of 
financial economy. It has four principal 
missions: (1) to operate the training sys- 
tem for civilians, (2) to provide technical 
and administrative overhead for the en- 
tire establishment, (3) a continuous, mo- 
bile force at the disposal of the govern- 
ment and (4) police work heretofore 
executed by the Constabulary; its ulti- 
mate strength will be 930 officers and 10,- 
000 enlisted men. 

b.. The Reserve Force. This force is to 
consist of male citizens, between the ages 
of 21 and 50 who have been duly trained ; 
the plan requires the individual to under- 
go military training as a duty to the state, 
i.e., universal military service through 
annual conscription. The Philippine sys- 
tem resorts to various expedients: mili- 
tary training in public schools, on holi- 
days and week-end refresher courses; 
this results in the reduction of the average 
training period to 54% months. 


The total length of military obligation 
is 30 years; the first ten represent the 
First Reserve, and the two succeeding 
decades, the Second and Third Reserves. 


Forty thousand trainees are expected 
annually, to be organized into reserve di- 
visions; each division will be located in 
and become responsible for the defense of 
particular geographical areas. 


The law provides for the annual regis- 
tration of all twenty-year-old men in the 
Philippines; the registration period is 
fixed as the first week in April. In 1936, 
the response was exemplary : almost 150,- 
000 were recorded, a figure exceeding all 
estimates. The first class of trainees to 
undergo a full period of instruction, as- 
sembled January 1, 1937, numbering 20,- 
000, to be succeeded by a group of equal 
size on July Ist of that year, and there- 
after at intervals of six months. 


The project involved the development 
of some 128 local establishments, classi- 
fied as “Training Cadres”; each will 
house, on the average, 160 individuals and 
provide storage facilities; mobilization 
centers will be provided at the rate of one 
per battalion of reserves; normally, they 
will be developed at training cadre sta- 
tions. 

ec. Training in Schools and in Junior 
Reserves. The defense plan provides for 
a course in military training, preliminary 
to the official induction into the service 
for the principal period of instruction ; 
these courses are provided in the public 
school system. Training in the Junior 
Reserve is to reach young men, not at- 
tending school or terminating school at 
an early age; between the years of 18 
and 21, such young men are required, at 





certain seasons of the year, to report for 
week-end training at military stations in 
the vicinity of their homes. 

d. Air and Marine Elements. The de- 
fense plan recognizes the vital need for 
some marine and air equipment, to deny 
territorial waters to a hostile fleet and 
maintain inter-island communications; 
these limited missions affect the type of 
equipment required . .. fast, small tor- 
pedo boats are appropriate vessels for 
the off-shore patrol; in the fighting ele- 
ment of the Air Corps, fast bombers with 
a reasonable radius of action will be the 
prevailing type. 

ce. Cost. The inescapable price of liberty 
is an ability to preserve it from destruc- 
tion; the amount of resources, both tan- 
gible and intangible, so devoted and so 
used is the premium a nation pays to in- 
sure its existence. The whole plan is 
based upon the conviction that the Philip- 
pine people desire to attain and sustain 
a status of self-respecting security. 

The system contemplates an annual ex- 
penditure of $16,000,000 for a period of 
ten years. The per capita costs imposed 
by this plan are lower than in any other 
country, for the same purpose ; the total is 
less than heretofore incurred by the 
Philippine and American Governments in 
maintaining their land garrisons. 

f. Munitions and Supplies. The devel- 
opment of a satisfactory program of 
armament procurement and maintenance 
for the Philippine Army presents many 
difficulties, due to a general dependence 
upon outside sources. However, the purely 
defensive mission of this Army eliminates 
any need for great quantities of equip- 
ment and munitions normally designated 
as offensive in character. 

The American adviser 
certain broad principles: 

(1) Home products to be utilized to 
maximum extent, 

2) Weapons and ammunition through 
direct negotiation with the U. S. Govern- 
ment; “munitions makers” are conse- 
quently not influencing the development 
of the defense system.

h. The Corps of Officers. (1) The 
Army Seniority List. As a nucleus of offi- 
cers of tested character and high pro- 
fessional ability, there was available the 
commissioned personnel of the former 
Constabulary ; the Philippine Scouts con- 
tained 26 Filipinos ; aside from these two 
groups, there were approximately 400 
Filipinos commissioned as Reserve Offi- 
cers; these three groups constituted the 
main source for the initial slate of regu- 
lars. The office of the military adviser 
prepared a list of officers for key posi- 
tions; the resultant list constitutes the 
Army Seniority List; thereafter promo-

tion is regulated by the findings of the 
annual Eligibility Board. 

(2) Training. Plans are in operation to 
create a Reserve Officers Training Corps 
in several colleges and universities. 

Through assignment to the U. 8S. Ser- 
vice Schools, a number of selected officers 
are being trained to form the nucleus for 
faculties of similar institutions in the 
Philippine Islands. 

(3) Promotion and selection of officers. 
This is a professional problem of great- 
est importance; the principles involved 
have been set forth in a Presidential mes- 
sage, viz: 

“The true objective of a promotion sys- 
tem is not the aggrandizement of a few 
gifted individuals but the raising to a 
high level of the average efficiency of the 
whole corps. ... 

“Theoretically all promotion should be 
by a selective process but difficulties arise 
when attempting to apply this theory 
practically ... it is wholly impossible to 
devise any infallible system of evaluating 
ability . .. the serious objection to the 
selective method is that it permits poli- 
tical or extraneous influence to affect ad- 
vancement. This is fatal to efficiency. 
When an army becomes convinced of fa- 
voritism or prejudice, irreparable harm 
is done to the morale of whole corps. .. . 

“A proper system is based on a few 
simple principles. First, other things 
being equal, the officer of longest service 
in each grade, i. e., with the greatest 
amount of experience, should be pro- 
moted. Secondly, each officer’s qualifica- 
tion should be passed on by a board of 
disinterested and experienced officers 
the plan compels a continuous rotation 
of the Board’s membership. . . . 

“The third principle is that when an 
officer is found unqualified for promotion, 
he should be separated from the active 
list; disgruntled officers have no place in 
a virile army. 

“Lastly, the plan recognized the obli- 
gation of the Government to such indi- 
viduals .. . and provides a small bonus or 
annuity to help tide him over the adjust- 
ment period... .” 

The above quotations are from a state- 
ment made by President Quezon upon 
signing the executive order affecting the 
officer corps. 


Tactical and Strategical Considera- 

e tions. @. Tactical Organization. The 
controlling principle in tactical organiza- 
tion is the development of units which 
conform to the particular defense prob- 
lems in the different regions of the 
Philippines. ... From the moment that a 
potential enemy appears .. . the task of 
the Army becomes that of inflicting 
casualties upon him, day and night. . . 
the doctrine is that of relentless attrition. 
... The tactical organization is such as 
to produce small, mobile units, relatively 
free of all impedimenta and independent 
of elaborate supply establishments, accus- 
tomed to maximum utilization of local 
resources. Conservation of ammunition, 
simplicity in supply, messing and camp- 
ing. development of utmost endurance 
and hardihood are tenets in the doctrine 
of the land elements of the new Army. 

b. Strategical Factors. The defensive 
situation in the Philippines is relatively 
favorable, because of the geographical 
isolation of the islands. Any attack upon 
them will be, perforce, an overseas expe- 
dition accompanied by all the difficulties 
characteristic of such an enterprise. The 
outstanding World-War example of these 
difficulties was the operation at Gallipoli. 

The Philippine plan contemplates an 
active defense of every foot of shoreline 
in the inhabited islands; at the end of 
the full development period, each island 
will have a strong garrison; any partial 
landing will encounter bitter resistance 
from the moment it quits its transports. 
Complete subjugation of the Philippines 
must include the destruction of the de- 
fenses on Luzon; on this island is located 
almost half of the country’s population. 
In view of the eventual strength of the 
defending forces that will be built up in 
Luzon, the size of an overseas expedition 
will have to be correspondingly large.—

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Third Division to Concentrate 


Plans for the concentration of the 
troops of the far flung 3rd “Rock of the 
Marne” Division at Ft. Lewis, Wash., 
have been approved by Headquarters 
Ninth Corps Area, according to word re- 
ceived from Maj. Gen. Walter C. 
Sweeney, commanding the 8rd Division 
und Ft. Lewis, with tentative dates for 
the concentration set from April 29 to 
May 27. 

The 3rd Division, with headquarters at 
It. Lewis, includes troops stationed at 
Kt. Lewis, Wash.; Ft. Lawton, Wash. ; 
Ft. George Wright, Wash.; Vancouver 
Barracks, Wash.; Ft. Missoula, Mont. ; 
Ft. Douglas, Utah; Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.; Presidio of Monterey, Calif., 
and Chilkoot Barracks, Alaska. 

The entire division, with the exception 
of the 2nd Battalion, 76th Field Artillery, 
a horse drawn Field Artillery unit sta- 
tioned at the Presidio of Monterey, and 
two companies of the 7th Infantry sta- 
tioned at Chilkoot Barracks will be in- 
volved in the concentration. Approxi- 
mately nine thousand Regular Army 
troops will be present at Ft.

Pay for Reserve Officers 

Col. Stephen A. Park, Inf.-Res., na 
tioanl president of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States appeared 
before the House Military Committee yes 
terday to advocate the support of two 
bills introduced by Representative Car 
ter, of Ohio, for the payment of uniform 
allowances to ROTC graduates for the 
first three years after they are commis- 
sioned and for the payment at the rate 
of $1.00 per hour for all inactive duty 
credit in excess of the required 20 hours. 

The limit that any reserve officer could 
receive under the inactive training pay 
bill would be $75 per year, but Colonel 
Park told the committee that the average 
amount to be paid officers under the act 
is estimated to be $40 per year. 

Colonel Park told the committee that 
the government had lost $46,000,000 in the 
past 18 years due to the vacation of re- 
serve commissions by their holders due 
to lack of interest and financial inability 
to continue in the Reserves.

He also introduced a bill authorizing 
the President to call to active duty for 
periods not exceeding one year such num 
ber of Chaplains of the Reserve Corps of 
the Army as he may deem necessary. 


Transfer of USMA Lands Sought 

The Secretary of War would be given 
authority, under a bill introduced into 
the House of Representatives by Rep. 
Andrew J. May, N. J., chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee, to give 302 
acres of land in Orange County, N. Y., 
held by the U. S. Military Academy, in 
exchange for other land whose purchase 
wus authorized by Congress, March 3, 
1931. 

The exchange would be made with the 
Palisades Interstate Park Commission, 
which holds the lands whose purchase 
was authorized by the act of 1931. 


Aircraft Carrier Bids Asked 

Bids for a new 20,000-ton aircraft car 
rier have been asked by the Navy Depart 
ment, for opening at 12 m., March 22, 

The carrier, to be named the Hornet, 
was authorized by Congress May 17, 1938. 
Funds for commencing construction were 
provided in the Second Deficiency Act, 
passed June 25, 1938. 

The vessel will be of the same general 
size as the Yorktown and Enterprise.

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Financial Digest 

The jittery situation in Europe as a re- 
sult of the warlike declarations and ac- 
tivities of the European Powers in con- 
pection with the fall of Barcelona, ad- 
versely affected currencies and sec urities 
abroad, which have had repercussions 
upon our own markets. That those mar- 
kets will continue to be influenced by 
political developments abroad is gen- 
erally appreciated. However, because 
of the importance of durable goods 
in our economy, it is encouraging to 
find in the January survey of current 
business, issued by the Department of 
Commerce, an optimistic view of the 
prospects for industries engaged in such 
production. The Survey states : 

“A factor in the improved outlook for 
durable goods and for business generally 
has been the recent trends in two major 
industries—railroads and construction. 
Aggregate freight traflic of all classes, 
other than coul, averaged 4 per cent 
higher in December than in December 
1937. Coal loadings were down from a 
year earlier, reflecting the temporary 
spurt in coul production in December 1937 
incident to the establishing of minimum 
price standards for that industry. With 
the moderate uptrend in the seasonally 
corrected volume of railway freight traf- 
fice since midyear, there has been some im- 
provement in the financial condition of 
the curriers. In response to this modest 
betterment in finances, the railroads have 
begun to purchase rails and rolling stock 
in small quantities, after an extreme 
curtailment of purchases during most of 
1Y38, 

“In the construction field the indica- 
tions of expansion predominate, Con- 
tracts awarded in the last quarter of 
1938 included a heavy volume of publicly 
financed projects under the extensive 
Public Works program, The Federal Re- 
serve index of total construction con- 
tracts (8-monuth moving average) moved 
up to 89 (1028-25 100) for November, 
the highest since the middle of 1930, 
Publicly finaneed construction contracts 
in the fourth quarter were the highest 
on record. The I’, W. Dodge data for 37 
Keastern States indicate that contracts 
auwarded for publicly tinanced construe- 
tion since July were twice as large as in 
the comparable period of 1987, Con- 
tracts awarded for residential construc- 
tion have declined slightly since October, 
when the index was the highest since 
1920. YVrivately financed construction, 
other than residential, has not made so 
favorable a showing in recent months and 
has continued substantially lower than 
nu year earlier.”

Merchant Marine 


Applications from youths, 17 to 25 
years of age, who wish to take competi- 
tive examinations for appointment as 
deck or engineer cadets aboard govern- 
ment owned or subsidized vessels, will 
now be received by the Maritime Commis- 
sion, it was stated this week at the com- 
mission. Notices are being sent to col- 
leges, technical high schools, vocational 
schools, OCC camps, nautical schools and 
postoflices. 

About 15,000 informal applications have 
been received from young men all over 
the country seeking cadet berths aboard 
government vessels. 

Each application, warned the commis- 
sion, must be accompanied by school 
records, and must be received by the 
supervisor of cadet training of the Mari- 
time Commission here by March 1, Com- 
petitive examinationg in English gram- 
mar and literature,“ American history, 
algebra, plane geometry and physics will 
then be held, 

The commission expects to place about 
250 of those receiving the highest grades 
aboard public-owned and aided vessels 
for the three to four years’ training which 
leads to a mate’s or engineer officer’s 
license, 

Cadets will be paid $50 a month, will 
be quartered with the ship’s officers. 

Candidates must be unmarried, must 
produce evidence of good moral character, 
and must pass prescribed physical ex- 
aminations. 

The eligible list to be established by 
the forthcoming examinations, officials 
said, will be the only one to be used in 
making selections of new cadets. Cadets 
now aboard vessels will not be affected 
by the new examinations, but those al- 
ready on old lists waiting for appoint- 
ments must take the competitive exami- 
nations, 

The government’s cadet-training sys- 
tems, like that of Pennsylvania, Califor- 
nia and Massachusetts, and those main- 
tained by some private ship companies 
are intended to furnish new officer ma- 
terial. It is not a duplication of the 
Maritime Service, which, as now organ- 
ized, is devoted to the additional training 
of men who have served aboard ship in 
licensed or unlicensed ratings, but who 
are now unemployed. 

The commission is also developing 
correspondence courses for the use of its 
cadets and Maritime Service enrollees, 


New Loan—New Ship 

Five bids were opened at the Maritime 
Commission Jan, 24 for construction of 
the first ship to be built for private oper- 
ation under the provisions of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1936 which extends 
long-term loans to domestic shippers. 

With American shippers operating on 
“essential” foreign trade routes able to 
obtain government construction and op- 
erating subsidies and operators of inland 
water vessels able to obtain insurance 
on construction mortgages, the domestic 
intercoastal and coastwise lines are like- 
wise being offered government assistance 
in the form of 20-year loans, repayable 
with interest at 34% per cent. The loan 
is for 75 per cent of the cost of the vessel 
or vessels constructed thereby. 

To date, however, the only operator to 
apply for such a loan is the Erie and St. 
Lawrence Corp., New York City, for 
whom the present ship is to be con- 
structed, 

Apparent low bid for the vessel was 
the $285,000 asked by the Ogdensburg 
Shipbuilding Co., Buffalo. The Charles- 
ton Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., of 
Charleston, 8S. C., submitted three bids, 
lowest of which was $330,000; the Defoe 
Boat and Motor Works, Bay City, Mich., 
asked $464,000; the Ingles’ Iron Works, 
Birmingham, Ala., $420,000, and the Man- 
itawae Shipbuilding Co., of Manitawac, 
Wisce., $527,295. 

The proposed vessel will be 290 feet in 
length, with a beam of 42 feet and a depth 
of 18 feet. She will be propelled by 900- 
horsepower diesel engines, being intended 
for operation through the New York State 
Barge Canal. Her displacement will be 
4,096 tons, her deadweight 3,256 tons.

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Public Must Support Marine 


With an adequate merchant marine as 
much a part of national defense as a gun 
on the forward deck, the only hope of 
keeping that marine in private operation 
is through the support of the American 
public, Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN 
Ret., Maritime Commission chairman, 
told the Fourteenth Women’s Patriotic 
Conference, in an address delivered at 
the Mayflower Hotel, January 26. 

The Navy asked for the upbuilding of 
the merchant marine, said Admiral Land. 
It approved designs of the new vessels 
under construction, and it recognizes the 
merchant marine’s value in feeding it, 
fueling it and repairing it at sea. 

With the need established, declared 
Admiral Land, “I ask how are we to get 
it? The government will have to pro- 
vide it—build it and pay for it and oper- 
ate it—or the citizens of this country will 
have to see that as our merchant fleet is 
revived it is assured of American patron- 
age.” 

The merchant marine is a legitimate 
field for private enterprise, Admiral Land 
said, but about “70 out of 100 Americans 
going to Europe take passage on foreign- 
flag ships. It can be said,” continued the 
chairman, “that were it not for American 
patronage, probably a majority of the 
superlines and great ships of our com- 
petitors would be laid up.” 

This is despite the fact, said Admiral 
Land, that the services and luxuries 
found on foreign luxury ships are found 
also on American vessels. Isolated in- 
stances of misconduct on the part of mem- 
bers of crews have been magnified into 
an indictment of the entire American 
marine personnel, he charged, stating 
that printed accounts of conduct of the 
crew of the President Hoover, run 
aground off Formosa, were stories repu- 
diated by the passengers themselves, and 
that the crew behaved according to the 
best traditions of the sea. 

“We have no corner on heroism,” said 
Admr. Land. “We have no monopoly on 
maritime tradition, but we do have a 
background. We have been at the top. 
There is no reason why we cannot return 
to that honorable pinnacle. It is up to 
organizations like yours,” the commis- 
sioner told the conference, to proceed ac- 
tively to support the merchant marine. 

In a speech delivered the preceding day, 
Rear Adm. W. G. DuBose, Chief Con- 
structor USN, explained the work of 
building, repairing and equipping the 
Navy afloat, carried out by a far-flung 
organization of Navy personnel and over 
75,000 civilians. 
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Gen. Craig Endorses Army

Every penny collected by the Army women, 
who so generously devote their energies and 
time to the activities of this Society, goes for 
direct assistance to those in need—without 
publicity to those being assisted, or without 
fanfare to those rendering the assistance. 

“The annual campaign for membership in 
the Army Relief Society is now under way. 
That campaign has my whole-hearted and un- 
qualified endorsement, It is my very sincere 
hope that the Army Relief Society's member- 
ship roll will, this year, surpass all peace- 
time records.”

Cost of Naval Air Bases 

Rear Adm. Arthur LB. Cook, chief of 
the Bureau of Naval Acronautics, yester- 
day told the House Naval affairs com- 
mittee that a rough estimate placed the 
total ultimate cost of the Hepburn 
Board’s Air base recommendations in- 
cluded in the bill before the committee 
at $227,000,000. 

He declared that 528 patrol planes will 
be needed to arm the bases and that the 
Navy will need additional aircraft tend- 
ers under the program. Kodiak will be 
the main air base in Alaska, he said, sup- 
ported by Sitka as an intermediate base 
hetween Seattle and Kodiak. He advo- 
cated establishment of an air base at 
Unalaska, which was included in the 
Hepburn report but not in the bill under 
discussion. 

The Kaneohe air base, Admiral Cook 
continued, is the most important air base 
recommended in the bill as it~ will 
centralize Hawaiian air activities. The 
present base at Ford Island will be used 
4s a repair base. Operations out of this 
base are now hazardous, he stated, be- 
cause it is hemmed in by other naval 
activities. 
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Army Appropriations 
The House appropriations committee 
this week began hearings on the War De- 
partment appropriation bill for 1940, with 
General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, Maj. 
Gen. Frederick W. Boschen, Chief of 
Finance, and Maj. Gen. Henry Gibbins, 
Quartermaster General, testifying. 
It is expected that the hearings will 
continue for another week or ten days.

Caribbean and its approaches. Even should 
we have a superior navy, our coastal shipping, 
and shipping through the Caribbean and the 
Gulf of Mexico, would be vulnerable to hos- 
tile submarine attack unless adequate pro- 
tective measures are taken. These measures 
are intensive air escort, and surface ship es 
cort of United States shipping in its focal 
points and along the coastal shipping lanes. 

In addition to this, more distant aircraft 
patrol or scouting is required to assist the 
fleet in locating and destroying enemy raid- 
ing forces and submarines before they reach 
positions for attack or raid along the coast 
or in the Caribbean, 

Patrol planes with modern operating radius 
of action, in coordination with appropriate 
surface forces, can effectively patrol the ap 
proaches to the Atlantic Coast and the Carib 
bean. 

The Alaska Area is particularly important. 
The shortest route (Great Circle Course) 
from Asia to the United States passes close 
to the Aleutian Chain of Islands. Timely 
warning of the approach of hostile forces 
using this route is of the greatest importance 
as a defense measure, Secondary air bases 
at Kodiak and Sitka will furnish base facili 
ties for the operation of patrol planes cover 
ing this important strategie aren. 

Our fleet base at Pearl Harbor is an in 
calenlable asset to fleet operations in’ the 
Pacific in defense of our coast or of our in 
terests in the Pacific Ocean, The aircraft 
operating bases proposed for Midway, Wake, 
Johnston, and Palmyra Islands sereen Oahu 
from the south and west and will support 
fleet operations in the mid-Pacifie. 

The Island of Guam is not only an island 
located among foreign owned islands but it 
is a vital link in the American Airways route 
to the Orient. Its location close to the Philip 
pines and its natural adaptability to develop- 
ment as an efficient port for seaplane opera- 
tions render its development extremely im 
portant. 

The $5,000,000 authorization for Guam re 
quested in this bill is for the purpose of 
dredging, building a breakwater to improve 
the seaplane take-off area, and for the con 
struction of initial shore facilities; all of 
which items are most essential to the com 
mercial use of the island by American air 
lines whether or not the full recommendation 
of the Board with regard to the ultimate de- 
velopment of Guam should eventually be car 
ried out, 

The foregoing covers the general strategic 
aspect of the twelve aviation developments 
contained in the proposed bill, all of which 
are recommended for accomplishment at the 
earliest practicable date. 

On Thursday, Jan. 26, Rear Adm. 
Arthur J. Hepburn, Commandant of the 
12th Naval District, who headed the board 
that made the report upon which the bill 
under discussion is based, took the stand 
to support immediate construction of the 
12 air bases. He told the committee that 
strategy, maintenance and training 
guided the choice of the 12 bases for prior- 
ity. 

Members of the committee asked him 
upon what grounds Guam was asked, to 
which he replied that it was a strategic 
consideration. A base at Guam, he de 
clared would simplify the entire question 
of defense of Hawaii and the continental 
United States and would reduce the prob- 
lem to its simplest terms. “If Guam is 
established as an advance base,” he 
stated, “the whole question of the posi 
tion of the United States in the Far East 
would be made stable.” 

At the present time, according to Ad 
miral Hepburn, Pacific swells rolling into 
the harbor of Guam make operation of 
tender-based aircraft from that point 
difficult. The erection of a breakwater 
would eliminate the objectionable fea 
ture. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas in 
quired as to what principal feature the 5 
million dollars that would be appropri- 
ated by the bill would include and Ad- 
miral Hepburn replied that it would be 
for barracks and shops. He also said at 
this point that it was planned to operate 
both land and sea planes from Guam. 

Mr. Maas asked whether or not a forti- 
fied submarine and air base at Guam 
would be a threat to any foreign nation. 
Admiral Hepburn stated that “It would 
not harm anyone who did not come there 
with hostile intent.” 

On the question of possible protest by 
foreign governments against the estab- 
lishment of the base, Mr. Maas said “I 
think we should ignore any such protest.” 

Representative Church then began 
questioning as to the meaning of the sec- 
tion of the Hepburn report reading, “To 





an even greater extent Guam would 
greatly impede, if not actually deny, ex- 
tensive hostile Naval operations to the 
southward,” to which Admiral Hepburn 
answered that the area referred to was 
the Marshall Islands and the southern 
part of the Philippines. 

Mr. Church asked if the establishment 
of an advance base would not, in the 
opinion of Admiral Hepburn, amount to 
open aggression against Japan. The ad- 
miral replied that the fact that facilities 
exist does not make it aggression. 

Questioning turned briefly to Midway, 
Wake and the other mid-Pacific bases 
recommended, and the committee mem- 
bers were told by Admiral Hepburn that 
these bases were needed to extend scout- 
ing lines extending out of Hawaii. 

Admiral Hepburn said that the report 
was drawn with the idea that all twelve 
bases named in the first priority be in 
operation when the Naval Expansion Plan 
is complete. 

Asked for his personal opinion on the 
program, Admiral Hepburn said, “Arma- 
ments are too high, this did not occur by 
accident and we must face the facts. 
Somebody else started this rearmament 
and they did not do it as a pastime, I 
think that we should take cognizance of 
the situation.” 

Questioning turned to the East Coast 
bases recommended, and Representative 
Magnuson asked what the government's 
position was in regard to ownership of the 
sites of the proposed bases at Guantana- 
mo Bay, San Juan and the Virgin Is 
lands. Admiral Hepburn said that the 





United States owned the latter two but 
that he was in doubt as to the exact 
status of the Guantanamo site. 

In answer to a query as to the number 
of submarines and airplanes that would 
be stationed at Guam if the recommenda- 
tions of the Board creating an air and 
submarine base were carried out, Admiral 
Hepburn said that a garrison of about 12,- 
000 men, 60 airplanes, the majority of 
which would be patrol bombers, and 18 or 
24 submarines would be stationed there. 
Ile emphasized, however, that the bill 
under discussion does not provide for 
facilities to handle such an installation. 

He was asked to express his opinion of 
the value of bases recommended in the 
report of the board which he headed, but 
which are not included in the bill, and 
said that he would like to see every recom- 
mendation carried out. 

At the request of Representative Eaton, 
of Calif., Admiral Hepburn showed on a 
large scale map the location of each of 
the proposed bases and outlined the 
Board's reasons for having given these 
sites first priority in construction. 


Power to Senate Naval Group 


The Senate on Jan. 23 agreed to a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Walsh, em- 
powering the Senate Naval Committee, 
of which he is chairman, and any of its 
subcommittees, “to send for persons, 
books, and papers; to administer oaths;

“National defense is in no sense a partisan 
issue; but it is a large concern of national 
policy which touches directly the welfare, 
prosperity and security of every home in the 
land. In this aspect of the discussion, the 
Republican members of the House recognize 
a great responsibility to the American people, 
that they shall exert every proper influence 
on the side of orderly and deliberative legis- 
lative procedure. 

“In an extended executive session on Janu- 
ary 20 the caucus surveyed the whole field of 
foreign relations and defense, and agreed upon 
three principal concerns of Republican legis- 
lative policy, as follows: 

(1) to insure a sound integration of the 
land, naval, air, and industrial segments of 
the defense program in the interest of maxt- 
mum efficiency and economy. 

(2) to invite a clear definition of the fixed 
foreign policy of the United States, as a 
measuring rod for the whole scheme of de- 
fense; and 

(3) to make certain that the projected re- 
armament program shall be directed exclu- 
sively to the defense and security of the 
Nation, rather than toward dangerous in- 
tervention in the international frictions and 
discords of other peoples. 

“The Republican Party is committed to the 
proposition that the American people are de- 
termined to direct their energies, not toward 
war, but toward peace. 

“In addition to the Chairman, I have ap- 
pointed the following members to the special 
Committee on National Defense: Melvin J. 
Maas, of Minnesota, and Ralph FE, Church, of 
Illinois, from the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs; Walter G. Andrews, of New York, and 
Dewey Short, of Missouri, from the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs; D. Lane Powers, of 
New Jersey, and J. William Ditter, of Penn- 
sylvania, from the Army and Navy sub-com- 
mittees of the Appropriations Committee; 
Leland M. Ford, of California, representing 
the Pacific States; Henry C. Dworshak, of 
Idaho, representing the Mountain States; 
Earl R. Lewis, of Ohio, representing the Cen- 
tral-west, and Richard B. Wigglesworth, of 
Massachusetts, representing New England.” 

Representative Van Zandt, one of the 
newly elected Republicans, a naval re- 
servist, and thrice national commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign, Wars, made 
a strong speech in which he surveyed the 
national situation to show that the United 
States has little to fear from any world 


troversial nature of the proposal for a De- 
partment of National Defense, with the Army 
in one branch, the Navy in another, and the 
air force as a third, we should try to learn 
once and for all time whether such a plan is 
desirable, and if so, adopt it at once. While 
there is a plan for the cooperation of the 
Army and Navy, in the event of war, it never 
has been decided definitely where the Army 
leaves off and the Navy begins to function 
in the air. We certainly should have a plan 
to coordinate all branches of the service and 
promptly adopt it if the menace to our secur- 
ity is anything like the President described. 

Inasmuch as this phantom menace appeared 
coincident with discoveries alleged to have 
been made to Colonel Lindbergh, the Lone 
Eagle himself should be called before a joint 
congressional committee to tell his own story. 
I noticed recently that he was expected to 
return to this country in the near future. In 
any event, he could be summoned, and I feel 
sure he would be glad to come and clear up 
some of the mystery about this phantom men- 
ace to our security. 

Another witness I would like to hear is Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, our former Chief of Staff 
of the Army and now military adviser to the 
Philippines, which still filles the American 
flag. I have known General MacArthur for 
several years, and I regard him as one of the 
finest military minds in the world today. I 
also know him to be absolutely fearless in 
giving testimony. His testimony should be of 
great value not only on the National Defense 
Act, which I understand he helped to formu- 
late, but on affairs in the East. General Mac- 
Arthur could reach Washington within a week 
after he were summoned by taking a Clipper 
plane and then flying across the continent 
after reaching the States, 

We should not ignore such outstanding sol- 
diers as General Moseley, Gen. Smedley But- 
ler, and Gen. Hugh Johnson. All of them are 
now on the retired list, and they would not be 
restricted in their testimony by any fear of a 
reprimand following it. 

We do not want to pull the chestnuts out of 
the fire again for Great Britain or any other 
nation. Let us keep out of this European 
mess. Let us concentrate on the solution of 
our own problems. Let us open up this whole 
question of the national defense and its re- 
lated foreign policy. Let us get all the answers 
before we act. That is what I want to know. 





That is what Congress ought to know. That 
is what the American people are entitled to 
know. 





General Holbrook Retires 


Maj. Gen. Lucius Roy Holbrook, USA, 
will be placed on the retired list Jan. 31 
for physical disability. 

General Holbrook was born in Arkan- 
sus, Wis., April 50, 1875. He was ap- 
pointed to the United States Military 
Academy on June 15, 1892, and upon grad- 
uation on June 12, 1896, was commis- 
sioned in the Cavalry. 

During the Philippine Insurrection 
General Holbrook participated in the 
Northern Campaign, and in battles at 
Arayat, Cabiao, San Isidro, Santa Rosa, 
and Talavera. He also served with Gen- 
eral Schwan’s Southern Expedition from 
January 3 to February 18, 1900, partici- 
pating in actions at Muntinlopa and 
Binan, Carmona and Silan, Tiaong, Can- 
daleria and Tayabas. He joined the 7th 
Field Artillery at Fort Sam Houston, 
March 7, 1917, and sailed with it for 
Irance on July 31, 1917. While with the 
7th Field Artillery, AEF, General Hol- 
brook served at Le Valdahon, from Au- 
gust 14 to October 18, 1917; in the oceu- 
pution of the Sommerville Sector, Octo- 
ber 21 to November 20, 1917; Ansauville 
Sector, January 19 to April 4, 1918; Can- 
tigny Sector, April 20 to June 8, 1918; 
Montdidier-Noyon Defense, June 9 to 13, 
1918; Cantigny, June 14 to July 8, 1918; 
Aisne-Marne Operations, July 18 to 24, 
1918; and Saizerais Sector, August 4 to 
16, 1918. He then commanded the 54th 
Field Artillery Brigade, in training, to 
October 3, 1918; served with the Ist Field 
Artillery Brigade, in the Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive, to November 7, 1918: again 
commanded the 54th Field Artillery Bri- 
gade, at Chateau Reynel and elsewhere to 
May 22, 1919.

returned to the 





United States the latter part of May, 1914 
and commanded Camp Bragg, N. C., until 
July, 1919, when he was assigned to duty 
as an instructor, Army Service Schools. 
Fort Leavenworth. From January 27. 
1921 to May 4, 1922 he served as Assistant 
Chief of Staff for Supply, Ninth Corps 
Area; and as Chief of Staff, Ninth Corps 
Area until June 30, 1924. He was Chief 
of Staff, Non-Divisional Group, Organ 
ized Reserves, Ninth Corps Area, to June 
30,1925; and Inspector, Ninth Corps 
Area, to October 19, 1925. After serving 
in command of troops at Fort Douglas. 
Utah, to August 19, 1926, General Hol 
brook was ordered to the Philippine Is 
lunds, where he commanded Camp Stots 
enburg, to May 11, 1929. Upon his return 
to the United States he took command 
of Fort Bragg, N. C., serving in that ea 
pacity until October 5, 1930, when he as 
sumed command of the Ist Division at 
Fort Hamilton, New York, remaining 
there until November 9, 1935. 


On January 22, 1936, General Holbrook 
sailed from San Francisco for Manila. 
where he served as Commanding General 
of the Philippine Department until 1938. 


General Holbrook was cited in orders 
of the Ist Division, AEF for gallantry 
during the operations connected with the 
capture and defense of Cantigny, and 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal. General Holbrook was awarded 
the Silver Star for gallantry in action 
against Insurgent forces near Tayabas, 
P. 1., January 21, 1900; and in 1906 was 
commended by the Honorable F. EK. Leupp, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, for val 
uable services rendered in dealing with 
the Oraibi Indian situation in Arizona. 
General Holbrook was also awarded the 
Silver Medal for Bravery (Montenegro) 
and Cross of Prince Danila of Monte- 
negro; the Croix de Guerre with Palm 
(France); and Officer of the Legion of 
Ilonor (France). 
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power and questioned whether or not we 
might be planning to help others who may 





become involved in war instead of purely 
defending ourselves. 

Speaking specifically of the present de- 
fense program he said: 

The President's proposal of placing “edu- 
eational orders” with various munitions man- 
ufacturers, so that industry could be quickly 
stepped up to quantity production in the 
event of emergency, appeals to me as a pro- 
gressive step, but we might go even further. 
In the past, one of the greatest difficulties 
with keeping the natonal defense abreast of 
the times, has been the rigid method of Con- 
gress in making funds available, All moneys 
must be earmarked for a specific purpose. As 
a consequence of that earmarking, I am in- 
formed there is a 3-year lag in the defense 
program. Why would it not be advisable to 
place in the hands of the War and Navy De- 
partments a certain amount of liquid funds 
for use in experimental work and develop- 
ment and a limited production of all types 
of mechanical defense? If Congress can vote 
billions of dollars In blank checks for relief, 
we certainly can trust the War and Navy De- 
partments to make judicious use of funds to 
promote and perfect the national defense. In 
other words, cut the red tape. 

The airplane, which originated in America, 
still is in its infancy. So rapid are the im- 
provements and developments of planes that 
Tam informed a shiny new plane becomes ob- 
solescent the moment it is placed on the line 
to take off on its first flight. The miracle of 
today becomes the jalopy of tomorrow. Hence 
it would seem unwise to build any great num- 
ber of military planes now with the thought 
that they would give us superiority and se- 
curity in the air for any length of time. I 
would not begrudge the Army and Navy a 
single plane the experts asserted was needed 
now, but I would not vote for the expendi- 
ture of a single dime for planes that should be 
in the junk heap instead of in the air in the 
time of emergency. 

While I am well aware of the highly con- 
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
